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THE THIRD CHINA WAR. 


The following vessels had arrived at Hong Kong from England 
in connection with the expedition. March 15, H.M.’s str. Pearl 5 
18, Scout ; 24, Simoom; 21, Thunder, screw store-ship, The 
Simoom had on board 27 officers, 150 non-commissioned offi- 
cers and gunners of the Royal Artillery, 38 non-commissioned 
officers, and private of the Royal Engincers, 3 armourer’s ser- 
jeant’s, and 271 non-commissioned officers and privates of the 
1st Battalion Military Train.— From India the transports 
Cressey, Octavia, Walmer Castle, Mars, Eurl of Clare, Prince 
Arthur, and Indian navy screw Assaye.

Macduff, Miles Barton, Queensberry, Shantung, Westminster, 
Stately, Virginie (Dan.), Tasmania, in all 16,000 tons. Three 
of these vessels were on the point of starting when the 
mail left, and it was believed would rendezvous at Chu- 
san. The Assistance troop-ship sailed on the 18th with 
troops. That the French have intentions on Chusan 
seems to be shown by the fact of their chartering vessels 
for coal with the option of ordering them there. They 
have bought for their use in the expedition the steamer 
Peiho (American), at 200,000 dolls. ; the Toey-wan, 46,000 
dolls. ; the Duncan Hogle, 48,000 dolls. and the Hong Kong, 
at 30,000 dolls. A slip of Chinese territory on the Kowloon 
side opposite to the town of Hong Kong, has been leased from 
the local authorities, and encampments formed. The whole of 
the troops are said to be healthy. The French troops had, 
not arrived, but were daily expected. At Singapore the follow- 
ing vessels had arrived from England ; March the 22nd, Cen- 
Gur and Cockchafer ; 30th, Beagle. The French steam-frigate 
taironde, L’ Entreprenante, have also arrived from France with 
troops, and the whole proceeded to Hong Kong. Ten transport 
svessels have arrived from India with detachments of the 44th, 
99th, 60th rifles Artillery and Native Cavalry. No confirmation 
had been received of the report of last mail of the destruction 
of the gunboats Dore and Algerine, at the Peiho. No 
reply has been received to the ultimatum which! was 
forwarded by Mr. Bruce to the Government at Pekin, and there 
is every reason to believe that they intend resistance, and are 
making all needful preparations. 


JAPAN. 
KANAGAWA. 

The advices by this mail announce that the two Dutch 
captains who were murdered at Yokohoma suffered in private 
revenge for the exccution of three Japanese on the ground of 
complaints made by some Dutchmen. The foreign consuls 
called on the Japanese authorities and demanded that every 
step should immediately be taken that would lead to the ap- 
prehension of the murderers, and this was engerly promised 
by the authorities themselves. A guard of twenty-five men 
had been landed at Kanagawa from a Russian corvette for the 
protection of foreigners, The British minister at Jeddo is 
said himself to*go about armed. It is very singular that while 
the Dutch and English have thus so much difficulty in getting 
on with the Japanese; the Americans appear to be on the most 
amicable ters with them. 





CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 

The English mails of 26 Jan. arrived on the 17th March. 
Nothing has transpired as to the intentions of the allies, nor 
fy, Bruee given any official instrution for the guidance of 
ants. The principal topic was the vicinity of the rebelst; 
it is just possible that the Chinese Government would make 
use of them against foreigners. The road to Pekin is almost 
blocked, and no intelligence has been received of the intentions 
of the Emperor and his Government, but it is fully believed 
that resistance is intended. 

A report has been current to the effect that there has been 
a collision between the Russians and Chinese, and that the 
former were on their way to Pekin to claim indemnity for the 
massacre of a number of their own countrymen upon the Chi- 
nese frontier.

She conveys a large 
amount of treasure for the purchase of horses, in which, it is 
said, the British Commissariat Officers have becn pretty 
successful. 
FOO-CHOW-FOO. 

Various unpleasant rumours continue to arrive as to the 
movement of the rebels, and native traders are thereby pre- 
vented entering into transactions, 

Official notice has been received that the Nankingitcs were 
gathering courage, overrunning certain departments south of 
that capital, encroaching into Chihkiang province, and indeed 
already had laid waste some towns in its silk-growing depart- 
ment (Hoochowfoo)? As Chihkiang province is also under the 
rule of the same Viccroy over Fubkien, there is naturally some 
concern at head-quarters regarding this move of the insurgents. 
Troops of Chihkiang are concentrating at Hangchow to pro- 
tect that capital, and officials of high rank are being despatched 
to the frontiers of Fuhkien to watch and report. Great con- 
sternation was thrown into the mandarin circles by the tidings, 
apparently authentic, that Chapoo was lost, a point of conse- 
quence, as it is a strong military defence of Tartar troops. 

An important case, involving 90,000 .taels, has been tried m 
the Consular Court by a number of teamen against Mr. Larken, 
the agent for Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co. The trial 
occupied six days, and the Consul was assisted by Messrs. Pyke, 
Green, and Stuart as assessors. The decision was that “The de- 
fendant is liable to the plaintiffs for the whole price of the teas 
as stated and claimed, save the amounts received by them on 
account, the calculations in the accounts, rendered by the plain- 
tiffs, and laid before the Court, to be previously worked out 
and corrected if found in error.” 

In consequence of several acts of piracy the gunboat Leven 
had been on a cruise and succeeded in capturing and destroying 
about a dozen junks. One English lorcha and a part of her 
crew was rescucd. The captain, an Englishman, was killed. 

A proclamation has been issued imposing a duty of 30 tacls 
per picul on opium. 

AMOY. 

We referred in our last to the coolie trade at Amoy ; it 
appears from the following that the Chinese authoritics have 
equalled in their brutal punishments the famous Ych himself. 
It appears that two American vessels, the Aan and Staghound, 
have been most conspicuous in procuring coolics, and the 
cruclties narrated are principally in connection with them. A 
Chinese female, aged eighteen years, has been sent to the vil- 
lage of Tong Wha, there to be crucified, while on the cross to 
have her breasts cut off and to be publicly skinned alive, for 
having cohabited with thirteen Chinamen, all of whom she had 
kidnapped and sold as coolies to foreign yesscls. The female’s 
name is Pek-it-leang. Two Chinamen have had their ankles 
burnt, hung for three days by their toes, and received 1,000 
cuts with the bamboo during that time ; and, lastly, decapitated 
and their hearts cut out and carried on salvors to their parents 
and families. Five other Chinese, one a woman, are under 
sentence of torture and death for dealing in coolies, A 
Chinaman was crucified on suspicion of having assisted to pro- 
cure coolies for foreign vessels. Two other men charged with 
the same offence are confined in cages and made to staud con- 
tinually in an upright position without food or water until 
death ends their suffering. These atrocities the poor creatures 
hare to thank the civilised natives of western countrics for. 

A supplement to the North China Herald was received by 
last mail, containing tabular statements of the number of 
arrivals and departures at Amoy, as also the tonnage and im- 
port and export dues levied on those vessels and their cargoes 
for the year 1859. It shows the total number of vessels which 
arrived during that year to be 515, of the amount of tonnage 
162,702. Out of this there were 233 British, and only 23 
American ships, The departures were 520, of tonnage 
169,092: British vessels, 236 ; American, 25; Hamburg, 62 
arrivals, 61 departures; Dutch, 40 arrivals, 41 departures. 
The value of merchandise imported into Amoy is figured at 
4,512,651 dols. Out of this that imported from Hong Kong 
alone amounts to 1,951,221 dols.; and from the Straits, 
974,616 dols. The sum of 1,760,005 dols. was from 
opium alone. The value of exports of native produce 
and treasure amounted to 2,894,393 dols. Treasure was 
despatched to Hong Kong to the value of 1,347,434 dols. The 
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fennage dues levied on vessels of all nations amounted to 
4,835 tls, and the import and export duties to 38,228 tla : 
that is, imports, 13,436 tls.; exports, 24,793 tls, summing a 
vevenue, in these three particulars, of 43,066 tle 

HONG KONG. 

The mails of the 10th February arrived on the 24th March, 
Yorty-three days en route. All is activity for the coming cam- 
paigo at the North, and business has been considerably 
checked. 

The Government Gaztte contains a notification that the 
peninsula on the Kowloon side has been leased by the local 
government from the Chinese authorities. Colonel MacMahon, 
of the 44th Regiment, has been placed in charge of it and the 
troops located there. 

‘The Havana coolie traders, finding that kidnapping has been 
effectually stopped, have modified their contracts and fallen into 
the plans of the free emigration manager. 

The plan of Mr. Rawling, 8f the Royal Engineers, for supply- 
ing the town with water, has gained the price of 1,000 dollars, 
which was offered by the Government a short time since. It 
proposes the construction of a large reservoir at Pok-foo-lum, 
connected with two smaller ones above the Tai-ping-shan. It 
is reported that the Governor has suggested that he should 
proceed to England to procure the necessary material for carry- 
ing out the same. 

The China Mail has the following remarks on our present 
relations with China :—* The ultimatum forwarded to the 
Chinese Government is a convincing proof how dissatisficd the 
English people and Government are with the course which has 
lately been ptirsued in China. No retribution is demanded for 
the slaughter at the mouth of the Peiho; no compensation for 
the gunboats destroyed, or indemnity for the expensive expedi- 
tion sent forth. A full apology, the passage of a British vessel 
of war to Tientsin, and provision for honourable conveyance 
of our minister to Pekin, are the only demands made. Eng- 
and will bear the loss of prestige caused by the Peiho disaster, 
and will defray the millions already expended on the expedi- 
tionary force, rather than sully its humanity and affront its 
sense of justice by making more decided demands in a dubious 
if not unrighteous cause.” 

‘The Overland Trade Report says :—“The repulse of the 
allics is a contingency that hardly necd enter the calculations of 
probabilities—the flight of the Emperor is the result which is 
genorally considered the most probable, and yet the last for 
which a remedy is provided—whilst the best result that can be 
hoped for, namely the pressure of the allied forces and the 
‘subsequent success of diplomacy, will certainly leave the Em- 
peror with a damaged prestige, a bankrupt exchequer, and an 
empire teeming with rebellion, distress, and anarchy, to rest his 
remedy on.” 

The Marchioness of Londonderry was to leave in a few days 
for England with military invalids, and a full cargo in her lower 
hold. The Runnymede also takes home invalids. 

Capt. Saunders of the barque Chin Chin, has been tried at 
the Supreme Court for the murder of one of the crew of the 
Custom-house boat at Swatow, the particulars of which 
have been noticed in previous issues, and acquitted. It 
is the intention of the owners, Messrs. Carnajce and Co., to 
enter an action against Mr. Lay, the chief inspector, to the 
amount of 8,500 dolls. for the detention of the vessel. Some 
curious revelations by Mr. Lay as to Lord Elgin’s part in the 
Chinese customs, are noticed below. 

We regret to notice that Mr. Tarrant, the editor of the 
Friend of China was, on being released from the criminal side 
of the gaol, placed on the debtor side, owing to his inability, in 
consequence of his confinement, to mect the enormous law ex- 
penses to which he has been placed. We have received a great 
deal of correspondence on this subject, the publication of which 
we defer until our next. 

The chartered French steamer Shanghai left Saigon on the 
21st March, with fifty-eight Manila men who had belonged to 
the French navy, with whom she called at Turon in expecta- 
tion of finding a vessel there to take them to Manila, but was 
disappointed, the place being entirely evacuated, and the Anna- 
mese busily employed destroying the abandoned French 
works. The fifty-eight men were accordingly brought up here. 
Saigon river is represented-as a deep navigable stream with six 
and seven fathoms of water, about eighty miles long with mud 
banks. The place is represented as being unhealthy. A large 
feet of foreign ships were anchored there. 

A case of interest connected with the coolie trafficS has 
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been acted upon in the Supreme Court of this colony. A Chi- 
nese shopkeeper, resident in Hong Kong, was charged with 
“kidnapping and slave dealing.” After a little consultation 
the jory returned a verdict that the prisoner was guilty of 
everything charged against him in the indictment. The judge 
then pronounced his sentence, which was, that he should be 
subjected to four years’ penal servitude. 

Zn connection with the Hong Kong races, it should have beon 

mentioned that a very sporting race came off for five hundred 
dollars a side, between the American gelding Impetus, named 
by General Keenan, and Mr. Cooper Turner's horse the Muff, 
an Australian gelding. The distance was five times round the 
Hong Kong course—or four miles and three furlongs. The 
Australian came in the winner, with plenty of “go” remaining 
in him. 
s In the preliminary examination into the case of Captain 
Saunders and the customs at Swatow, it appears that Mr. Lay 
made the following important statement, which, considering that 
his lordship’s secretary obtained one of the appointments, is most 
likely truc. That the Earl of Elgin had arranged the custom- 
house affair at Teen-tsin—that notwithstanding the violation 
of the treaty, the British minister sanctioned the custom-house 
arrangement being carried into effect—that he, the witness, 
held a commission as Inspector-General of Customs from the 
Imperial Commissioner Ho ; and that, although there was no 
consul at Swatow, Mr. Bruce sanctioned a custom-house being 
opencd there, and all other acts that he, Mr. Lay, had done. 

We subjoin a very useful and tempcrate article from the 
Daily Press, and would gladly welcome a few more of the same 
sort, in place of local squabbles and actions for libel. 

A few days ago, and but a very few, the prospects of this colony, in a 
commercial point of view, had sunk to a very low ebb. The majority of 
the Bri firms in the south of China had been induced to erect estab- 
lishments here at a great outlay, partly with the idea of averting such hish 
handed measures as Commissioner Lin had rezorted to at Canton, in making 
prisoners of the whol: foreign community ; partly for the purpose of having 
a place of refuge in case of political events rendering Canton un afe, aud 
partly with the intention of availing of the place as a depot for imported 
goods wherewith to supply the newly opened ports in the North. It must 
be recollected that the parties who thus embark d their capital in the 
colony were the more easi'y induced to do so from the circumstance of their 
having been sufferers, both in pocket and in person, by the politicul occur. 
rences which had preceded the cession of this i-vland tothe British Crown. 
They had been made captives at Canton, untii by the threats of the Chinese 
officials, and the entreaties of the British superintendent of tride, they had 
surrendered all the opium they held on consignment, they had sought a tem- 
porary asylum at Macao, whence they had been suddenly driven by the re- 
Jentless Cuinese commmissioner, they became refugees on ship bard, endur- 
ing the m:at acute inconvenience, and personal d'scoinforts. Property c°n- 
signed to their care had to be transhipped elsewhere—duties, decay, 
transhipping charges, and demurrage ate up a great portion of it. Even 
after the war was over and peace proclaimed, neither trade nor confidence 
returned to Canton for some years. The open ports at the North did not 
attract enterprise to the extent which might have been an:icipated. “China 
opened ” under the Nankin treaty was gazed at from Macao for some time by 
the British mercantile conmunity with apathy and distrust, as if it were 
either too good news to be true, or a matter unworthy of serious attention 
Captain Elliot, the Briti-h Plenipotentiary, had in the mean time declared 
this island crded to the British Crown, aud without waiting for the approval 
of her Majesty's Government regarding its occupancy, he had held a land 
sale, which he had induced the community to attend, by promises and r. pre- 
sentations which would have done credit to George Robins. There was 
nothing to be paid down, not a farthing—the biddings were upon the 
yearly rental which the purchasers might be willing to bid. Dick, Tom, 
and Harry bec-me excited. John was as good as his master—and one man 
as good as another, without regard to the length of.bis purse or his pedigree. 
Some of the British firms bought lots from a feeling of self-protection, but 
the majority eschewed the aftair «8 a bubble. When, however, the Home 
Government had determined upon retaining the island, and held out eve:y 
inducement to foreigners to reside here, the community were in a measure 
driven to construct places of business here, at a very great outlay, under the 
considerations already named. Splendid edifices rose in every direction— 
many firms vied with each other as to the magnificence of their establish- 
ments, and it was not until these had been finishedand vas: sums expended, 
that a suspicion crossed the minds of the victims that they had been guilty 
of precipitancy and imprudence. ‘The place appenred to have no resources 
for trade whatever. The malpractices of certain Government servants caused 
it to be looked upon with such dread and aversion by the natives, that no 
respectable Chinese could be induced to settle here. The Home Govern- 
ment did nothing whatever, either to alleviate the abuses under which the 
place had sank, or te develope its untried resources. It was a midden of 
patronage, and stunk in the nostrils of all honest men who ventured near it. 
Things became worse and worse. The lots Lick, Tom, and Ned bad run up 
at the Elliot Robins’ sale had princely mansions built on them, some cost- 
ing five, ten, and even fifteen thousand pounds, The Crown rent’, which 
were thought lightly of in perspeciive, beca'ne ead bi-annual realit.es. The 
buildings were uscless, and were gradually vacated. Tne two houses of 
Montagu and Capulet remained, or the colony would surely have been en- 
tirely deserted by the British mercantile community. Many parties wi:h-d 
to abandon the splendid monuments of their folly into the hands of the Go- 
vernment to save the payment of Crown rent. These terms the Govern- 
ment flatly refused—they relied upon these rents to pay the Tecip:ente of 
Downing-street patronage, and clung to them as Shyleck did to his pound of 
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flesh, Great was the wail, and well cursed was the colony in those days, 
ut there seemed no chance of improvement or relief, until the P. and O. 
Company extended their line to China, and made Hong Kong their head 
quarters, This caused a little life to be instilled into the place. The par- 
ties who hnd deserted it were compelled to appoint agents, and to come down 
occasionally and view the marble balls they had expended so much money 
and trste upon. The white ants had then a glorious time of it, and it was 
indeed an eff-rt for human nature, after witnessing their ravages, to send 
check for the Crown rent. Every resource from which it was hoped a trade 
would be developed had utterly failed, and nothing but a miracle appeared 
likely to make the port a place of importance, when suddenly following on 
the heels of the gold discoveries, the first symptom of bona file commerce 
dawned, and a source of trade became developed which had never been prog- 
nesticated. We refer to the free emigration tiade, a branch of commerce 
more peculiarly adapted to the resources of this place than any other which 
could possibly have been conceived. Well, what has been the action of the 
British Government rega'ding this trade? One emigration officer will per- 
mit houses on deck—another will no:—one measures a vessel one way, his 
successor another wry. Considering that the mortality of the free emigra- 
tion trade cf this c lony is under one quarter per cent., we do maintain that 
these mutable official freaks are most contemptible. It is rather too bad 
that the Home Government should tell us that we must pay our own ex- 
penses, yet still have no voice in our own affairs, and have the best branch 
of our trade spoiled by absurd and impracticable legislation ! 


The following may be considered an authentic report of the 
acting Chief Justice on the case of Tam Achoy and his cmployés 
after they had pleaded guilty to the charge of buccaneering :— 

The Acting Chief Justice said, that the defendants had acted wisely in 
rdopting the advice of their counsel, it being quite impossible to deny that a 
breach of the law had been committed. Having done an i‘legal act, the only 
Proper course which wa: open to them was to confess their fault, and to bring 
forward such circumstances as they were able in extenuation or mitigation of 
their cifence, It would be a gross violation of international law, if persons— 
whether natural born subjects or foreigners—domiciled in one state, were to 
be permitted to levy war or fit out hostile expeditions against the subjects of 
another state, against whom no declaration of war had been made by the 
sovercizn authority. If such proceedings were tolerated, peace between any 
two nations would soon become impossible, as there are always to be found 
persons who, for the gratification of private animosities,—revenge of individual 
wrongs, real or imaginary—the hope of p'under—or even the love of excite- 
ment and adventure—who would not hesitate to embark their property, and 
induce the more needy to risk their lives, in hosti'e expeditions against the 
persons and property of subjects of friendly powers. All such nets were con- 
trary to the spirit and the letter of the English law, which would be found 
sufficiently strong, when duly admin ‘stered, to restrain and punish those who 
might offend. It was not to be endured that acts, such as the defendants 
had been guilty of, should be perpetrated in a British colony ; and all per- 
sone must be taught that not only the subjects of the Queen of England, but 
foreigners also, resident on this island, where they receive the protection of 
the British law, musi in return submit to the authority of that law, and not 
avail the: selves cf the asylum which they here enjoy to equip and send 
forth host le expeditions, by which just cause of olfence would be given to 
the sovereign of a neighbouring country. It was the duty of every state to 
enforce obedience to its own laws, and to protect its own subjects ; and if, 
unhapp ly, injury and wron, resulted from the weakness of the Government, 
and the inefficiency cf the officials of the Chinese empire, these who were 
aggrieved were entitled to call for the intervention and protection of their 
own rulers, but they must not seek to right themselves by the strong hand, 
and inv de the territory of a Power against whom no declaration of war had 
been niade by the only authority legal y competent to do so. In the present 
case, the extenuating circumstances were exceedingly s:rong—stronger, he 
thought, than he had ever before known—for the defendants had evidently 
acted under the impression that they had a right to do as they had done; 
they had made no secret of their intentions, and (which was mest importan') 
they had, as appeared from the affidavits which had been handed in, been 
appl'ed to, in the most formal manner, by a Chinese mandarin, to assist him, 
with men and mater als, to attack a large number of his own fellow-subjecte, 
against whom complaints had been made, but who were strong enough to 
treat with contempt the efforts of officials who had the will, but not the 
necessary forces, to suppress evil practices, and inflict merited punishment 
-upon the evil-docrs. It was evident that Tam Achoy was anxious to carry 
on a c'annish fe d, and had availed himself of the appeal for assistance whi 
was niade to him, in order to exterminate, if possible, the enemies of the clan 
to which he belonged; but no expeditions, euch as he had organised, would 
be tolerated, or escape the vigilance of the authorities of this islaud, and al- 
though he (the Acting Chief Justice) felt justified, under all the peculiar 
circuustances of this case, in dealing leniently with the defendants, he wished 
them, and all others who might hear him, distinctly to understand, that if 
an offence of a like nature should again be committed, the offenders would 
most a:suredly be punished with great severity. He desired to afford the 
defendinis an opportunity of proving that they sincerely regretted the ille- 
gal and imishievous transaction in which they had been engaged, and he 
would therefore abstain from passing sentence on the present occusion. The 
principal offender, Tam Achoy, would enter into recognizances, himself in 
£1,000, and two sufficient surcties in £500 each, to appear when called on, 
and abide the judgment of the Court; the defendant, Baker, would enter 
into his own recognizances in £500, and two sureties in £250 each ; and the 
remainder of the defendants in the sum of £250 each. 

The Chinese Coolie Corps is to consist of forty head men at 
ten, forty assistants at scven, and four thousand coolies at five 
dollars a month, with an increase of one dollar while serving 
in the North, and two dollars while engaged in hostile opera- 
tions. Every six months they will receive a cotton jacket, and 
every year a cance hat, in addition to free rations. The corps 
will be distributed into ten companies, under the command of 
the following European staff, viz, a commandant, with pay 
{command money), at 400 rupecs a month, a second command- 




















ant with extra pay at 250 rupees a month, twelve subaltern 
officers at 9s. 6d. per diem, one companies’ sergeants, in- 
cluding commandant’s clerk, at 1s. 6d. and two hundred 
and eighty orderlics (privates) at 9d. Brevet Major Temple, 
12th N. I, has been appointed commandant, and Capt. 
Evans, R.M.LIL, second commandant. The dress of the officers 
does not scem yet to have been decided upon, and they appear 
accordingly in numberless fancy dresses. 

Capt. Rowland, 1st Royals, started for Manila. His object in 
visiting this Spanish settlement is to purchase and superintend 
the transport of ponies for the Light Cavalry and Military 
Train. Bombay and Manila, it seems, will suffice to supply 
the demand. 

The opposite peninsula of Cowloon, including the adjoining 
island, is to be taken possession of by the English, and a camp 
is to be formed there. This is a most judicious step, and was 
recommended by Admiral Seymour,

MR, TARRANT AND THE HONG KONG MARKET. 

We had overlocked the following reference to the statement 
made by the Daily Press as to Mr. Tarrant’s share in the 
market, but as we have reason to believe it to be a correct 
version of the case, and aro glad to observe our contemporay 
has thus rendered the amende honorable. 


“ We wish to set ourselves right with the public on a point relative to the 
criminal procedure instituted by Colonel Caine, against Mr. Tarrant, the 
editor of the Friend of China. We stated, on what we deemed un- 
doubted information, that our contemporary had possessed a “red letter 
share” in the market during the time that he was in Government 
employ—that he had paid nothing for such share—and that his profit on 
it was commuted to 150 dollars per mont. This insinvation laid 
him open to a charge of corruption, and it certainly appeared to us, as it 
must have done to every one who read what we wrote, that it was a case of 
the “ pot calling the kettle black.” Right sure are we that our informant 
believed what he said, and had what he thought good authority for the 
statement he made. It is however entirely untrue, and we think Mr. 
Tarrant’s friends are much to blame for allowing the matter to go uncontra- 
dicsed for such a length of time. The followine are the facts of the case, 
‘Why-a-qui, the lessee of the market died on the 4th December, 1846. Why- 
a-foon, his brother, administered to his estate—owing to the acts of 
extortion committed on the markee in the name of Colonel Caine it 
proved a losing concern, and Why-a-foon becoming involved, was 
put into jail for debt in the month of October, 1847, He had not the 
means to pay the expense of going through the insoivent act, and by the 
advice of his solicitor, Mr. Coley, he sold the equity of redemption of the 
market, which being heavily mortgaged and appearing a los ng concern, was 
knocked down at auction by Mr, Geo, Norris in October, 1847, to Mr. 
William Tarrant, for 130 dollars, Mr. Tarrant left the Government em- 
ploy in July 1847, therefore this occurrence took place three months after- 
wards. Mr. Tarrant well knew the system of extortion which had been 
practised, and was of course determined to put a stop to it— which as he 
‘was acquainted with the imposts for which the market was liable, he easily 
eflected —for the sale above named, made him the lessee, and 
therefore entitled him to keep the books. He set about making endeavours 
to pay off the mortgages, and finally succeeded in persuading Hong chock 
and others to liquidate these liabilities, giving him one-fourth share for his 
purchase, in consideration of his keeping the books. The market thus re- 
lieved of Caine’s compradore, paid remarkably well. Mr, Tarrant's share 
came to about 80 dollara per month. When the lease had but three or 
four more months to run, Hong-chock and the others was desirous td 1enew 
it, This they could not arrange as long as they were connected with Mr. 
Tarrant, so they induced him to retire, commuting his share of the profit 
for the unexpired few months at the previous average yield, and no more, 
This is the true history of the Red Lesier Share.” 


COCHIN CHINA. 

The French authorities appear to have decided on postpon- 
ing operations against Hue, the capital city, until the termina- 
tion of the Chinese expedition, and in the mean time to endeavour 
to draw a trade to the port of Saigon. Several vessels have 
been fixed by Chinese merchants at Hong Kong, to load there 
with rice, &c.; and offers continue to charter vessels at 40 
cents per picul. 








BORNEO. 

LABUAN, 
This settlement had been visited with an unusual-amount of 
rain for the time of the year. The rice crop on the west coast of 
Bornco was a good one, and the price of grain had fallen in 
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Consequence nearly one half, Eight slave debtora had made 
their escape from Bruni and the rivers adjacent, and reached 
Labuan. A native of Sarawak, who had committed a murder 
on Christmas eve, was convicted and executed. 


JAVA, 

On the 13th Feb., a treaty between Holland and Boni was 
signed, by which the latter acknowledges the sovereignty of 
Holland, renounces all unjust claims on some parts of Celebes, 
and restores tothe government the islands of Bonerate and 
Kalao formerly granted as fiefs to Boni, cedes a part of the 
kingdom of Boni to the Netherlands India government, and 
gives further guarantees for continued quiet and peace. A se- 
parate act defines the territory ceded to the government, con- 
sisting of the districts of Sinjai, Kajang, Old Bulekemba to the 
river Tangha, which forms the boundary on the north, and the 
islands Balunrue, Liang-liang, Kambow, Kading-aring, Poi-poi, 
Kanalo, Kanalo-dua and Lanre-aurang. Possession of the 
islands of Bonerate and Kalao are resumed by the Dutch Go- 
vernment, these places having under Boni afforded asylum to 
pirates, The new King of Boni is to take up his residence at 
Tipulue, an islet-near the mouth of the river Chinrana, and 
only separated by a small channel from the main land. 





MALACCA STRAITS. , 
SINGAPORE. 

Numerous vessels with troops have arrived from England and 
India en rowe to China, details of which will be found 
elsewhere, 

It is rumoured that the Spanish Government has it in contem- 
plation to follow in the wake of France, and make some altera- 
tion in their general fiscal system. The fact is that such a 
result must necessarily follow as a matter of course; and not 
only on the part of Spain, but also on the part of every wine- 
growing country in Europe, which has extensive dealings with 
England. The import duty on colonial wines will then of 
necessity come off, so that the wine produce of every country 
in the world will then be admitted into England on equal 
terms. 

We hear that the local authorities are in treaty for purchas- 
ing the Mount Harriet Estate at Tangling, belonging to Mr. 
Whampoa, as a site for the European barracks. 

The first day of the races came off on the 27th March, and 
although it had been raining a great portion of the day, the 
course was not so heavy as was to be expected. In the Club 
Cub for ponies Walkover won the prize with the greatest ease 
in both heats, and Charlie (late Si Goyong) made a good 
second. For the Governor's Cup six horses started, Ante- 
lope earrying off the prize by a considerable distance. 
The next race was for the Johore plate, presented by H. H. the 
Tomongong, and for which three horses started, one being with- 
drawn. This last race was twice round the course, and was 
prettily contested for, Gas (late Lamplighter) winning by about 
three lengths, and Bobtail coming in second. The second 
day’s races for 1860, came off on the 29th. It had been rain- 
ing the whole day, and the course was rather heavy; the rain 
did not discontinue until the termiration of the sports. In the 
Club Cup Bobtail carried off the prize ; owing to some impro- 
priety occasioned by the rider of Gas, he was distanced. Charlie 
won the Ladies’ Purse, aud Skinny the Buenos Ayrian Cup. 
In the last race, Antelope won the Merchants’ Cup. 

The captain and crew of tho Fiery Cross lost on a reef in the 
China Sea, have arrived here; the wreck has been sold for 
110 dolls. and the cargo for 310 dolls, 


The fund for a testimonial to Captain Bate, R.N., who was killed at 
Canton, has reached £200, and has been paid over to the directors of the 
Royal Seamen and Marines Orphan School at Portsmouth, on the condition 
of their establishing a nomination to the school, to be called the “Bate 
Scholar,” to perpetuate the memory of that gallant and lamented officer. 
Vice-Admiral Wm, Hy. Bruce, the naval commander-in-chief at Ports- 
mouth, has accep'ed for himself and successors the right of nomination of 
the “ Bate Scholar.” 








COMMERCIAL REPORT. 

The advices by the present mail, which brings dates from 
Hong Kong to the 30th March, 42 days en route, report an 
almost eutire stoppage of trade, owing, however, more to the 
presence of rebels, than to the coming war. Of course the 
accounts are exaggerated according to people’s ideas, as correct 
information from the interior is almost impossible to obtain. 
Chinese traders, however, report it very probable that Canton 
may be taken. Business in imports and exports at Canton 





and Shanghai is almost at a stand. In consequence of th® 
requirements of Government, freights have improved for vesselS 
of 600 to 1,000 tons, but all smaller vessels find employment 
difficult, owing to the general suspension of coast and Japan 
freights. The business of Messrs. Wardley and Co., of Hong 
Kong and Shanghai, is to be continued under the firm of 
Johnson and Co. 


EXPORTS. 

Tea.—The accounts from all ports advise a great scarcity of 
stock and uncertainty as to the next scason’s crop. Several 
dealers had abandoned their journeys inland, owing to the dis- 
turbed state of the country; the exports for the remaining 
three months of the season must be very trifling. At Shanghai 
the settlements have been 2,000 chests of Ningchows at 28 to 
31 taels ; 500 chests of Hohon, at 22 to 25 taels ; 5,000 chests 
Shanghai, packed, at 14 to 20 taels. In green teas, 20,000 
chests, principally for the United States. Advanced rates aro 
asked for the small stock unsald, which is only about 5,000 
chests. At Foo-chow-foo, 5,000 chests at 18 to 22 tacls, 
for middling. At Canton, 6 chops of Oonams at 20 to 30 
taels, 

Sux.—Settlements about 3,000 bales No. 2; Tsatlee taels, 
430 to 440; and I Tysaam, 375 to 385. The settlements for 
the season, 58,000 bales, being about 10,000 less than last 
season. Unsold stock, 6,000 bales. At Canton rates con- 
tinue high, and no settlements are reported. 

Drugs aND OTHER Exports—Canton: The Anna for Lon- 
don and Felix for Hamburg have been despatched. The Run- 
nymede and Marchioness of Londonderry, chartered to take 
invalids, will likewise carry a quantity. Cassia lignea: sales of 
the fortnight, 1,000 piculs at 17:25 dols. to 18 dols; stock 
remaining, 1,500 piculs. Cassia buds: none left. Cassia oil : 
15 piculs reported at 310 dols. to 315 dols. Star anniseed : 
market cleared at 18 dols. to 18°50 dols. Annisced oil: 5 
piculs reported at 180 dols. to 185 dols. Galls are quoted 
14°50 dols. to 15 dols. Rhubarb: nome good at market—50 
piculs reported of second quality, at 32 dols. to 45 dols.

The Gazette of the Senate publishes officially thé text’at full 
fength of the Treaty of Commerce between Russia and Japan, 
concluded on the 19th August, 1858, as the amplification and 
completion of the ‘treaties.of Simoda (7 February, 1855,) and 
Nagasaki (24 October, 1657). "In this new treaty Russia ob-: 
tains the right to’send either a permanent or an extraordinary 
mission to H. M. the Tycoon of Japan, cither in tho quality of 
ambassador, minister plenipotentiary, or simple resident. “This 
diplomatic representative shall reside at Jeddo, and shall be at 
Ifberty to travel over the wholo- of thé Japanese dominions as 
often as he pleases. This concession . is- also‘ extended to the 
Russian Consal General. In addition to the ports already 
opened by the previoug treaties to Russian’ trade, those of 
Kanagawa, in the Bay of Bussin, and Chiogo, in the Bay of 
Sessin, are added, whilst in the course of the prescut year 
(1860) a new port on the western coast of ‘Nipon will be 
opened to them, but Simoda will then be closed.” In all these 
places Russia has obtained the ‘privilege of ‘appointitig perma- 
nent consuls, whilst Japan promises to ‘provide’ the needful 
buildings for their offices, together with schools, hospitals,-and 
habitations for the officials. It is further stipulated that’ at 
Jcddo and Ossinka Russians shall not reside permanently, but 
may proceed thither on their commercial affairs, during which’ 
period they shall inhabit a certain quarter specially sct apart 
for that purpose, but be prohibited from visiting other parts of 
those citics. Freedom of religion is granted to the Russians, 
and the Japanese Government is bound to prohibit, under 
heavy penalties, any profanation’ or mockery of their religious 
ceremonies. Anncxed to the treaty are the stipulations respect- 
ing the land boundaries for the traflic of the Russians in Japan, 
which are extended to a distance of ten Japanese fi, or thirty 
wersts (equal to twenty ‘English miles) ; as well as respecting 
the free right of trading, the tariff on imports and exports, and 
the regulations to be observed by Russian merchant vessels on 
their arrival and departure from Japanese ports. The importa- 
tion of opium is prohibited, and that of firearms only permitted 
when purchased by the Government.': Gold and silver coins of 
any country shall be taken ‘in Japan according to weight and 
their proportion to the curroncy of the country, and may be 
freely imported and exported, with the single exception of the 
Japanese coins,’ Should cireumstances arise to make a revision 
of the treaty and tho tariff desirable, either of the high con- 
tracting parties is at liberty to require it on giving the other 
Government one ycar’s previous notice.

No arrangements hayé yet been agreed upon for the reception of the 
Japanese Embassy by the government. It is for this reason, and not that 
the Potomac is too shallow, that they will visit Washington ria New York, 
The goyerniment does not wish to be taken by surprise, preferring that New 
York should endeavour to create a favourable impression upon these famous 
Orientals, without knowing exactly when the effort will be required. The 
agent of the government is endeavouring to obtain half of an hotel for their 
exclusive use. Should he fail in this, then he will secure a large private 
residence capable of furnishing ample accommodation. 

In the United States Senate, Mr. Wilson had introduced his bill for the 
mote effectual suppression of the slave trade.

FRANCE IN THE CHINA SEAS. 

In our Paris correspondence will be found a reference to 
the occupation of Saigon by the French. (It seems evidently 
the intention of the Emperor to establish a settlement in the 
China seas if practicable, and the only question that arises 
upon that circumstance, is as to his sincerity towards our- 
selves. If he be as true in his professions of friend- 
ship as he has declared, the vicinity of his forces may be 
-of advantage to us, having in view the advances made by 
the Russians, and the necessary distrust engendered by the 
conduct of the natives in past times. Shall we then fix our 
faith upon the Bonaparte, or shall we suspect him also? Such 
is the question that forces itsclf upon us. Why is it that ao 
great man—a great man as Louis Napoleon undoubtedly is— 
should continually expose himself to the charge of creating mis- 
givings on the part of those who are disposed, if they can, to 
regard all his actions with friendly-indulgence and candid ad- 
miration ?

HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Sate or tat Navy.—(May 1.) Lord Lyxpuurst called aiteation to the 
state of the naval reserve, and asked the Governmeat for some account of its 
Present condition and probable future progress. He al'uded to the generally 
entertained opinion that since the last great war the English navy had been 
neglected until the beginning of 1859, while the French had been continually 
strengthened and improved unti’ it acquire] a dangerous superiority, and he 
expressed his opinion that even at the present time the strength of the Eng- 
uh navy exceeded that of France only in a very slight degree. He urged 
the necessity of maintaining a Channel ficet sufficiently strong to maintain 
‘onr supremacy, as the only means of preserving our comm-rce and keeping 
our poris free rom blockade. He dwelt upon the difficulty of manning the 
fleet in case of any sudden emergency, and inquired how far the recommen- 
dations of the commissioners had been carried out, with the view of providing 
a permanent supply of men equal to any demand that might a'ise.—The 
Duke of Somerset defended the Government from any charge of inattention 
to the naval requirements of the country, as-erting that during the last eight 
months more men had been employed in the dockyards than for years past, 
and contrasting the strength of the English navy with thar of France. In 
conclusion, he gave explanations upon the subject of the naval reserve similar 
to those given by Lord C. Paget in the other House.—After a brief discus- 
sion, the subject was allowed to drop. 

Tue State or Inpra—(May 7.) The Marquis of Cuarrtcarve said 
that before coming to the House that evening he had received a note from 
his right hon. frieni the Secretary of State for India, informing him tht 
about half the papers relating to the state of affairs Letween the indigo 
planters and the ryots of Bengal had just reached the India Office, and that 
he was promised that the remaining portion would arrive by the incoming 
Calcutta mail. His right hon. friend, therefore, suggested that he should 
postpone the discussion ti’l those papers arrived, and her Majesty's Govern- 
ment were in possession of their contents, and could speak fully on the sub- 
ject. The petition which he had to present referred to other subjects be- 
sides that. At the same time, as that was the pressing subject of the moment, 
and as he thought it would weary their lordships to enter into what was 
called an Indian debate, while they were precluded from approaching one of 
the most important points, he should postpone the entire matter till the 15th 
inst.—The Karl of Extexsonovan thought it impossible for the noble mar- 
quis to have adopted any other course. At the same time he must express 
his extreme regret that it was necessary for him to adopt that course. ‘The 
state of things in India were of the gravest character. There was an agri- 
cultural insurrection and a coercion act, and the Government of Madras was 
in direct open variance with the Supreme Government of India. Under 
those circumstances it certainly was much to be regretied that it should be 
necessary for the next mailto leave this country without carrying with it 
any expression of opinion on the part of either House. (Hear, hear.) 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Our Commerctat Reuations with Japan.— (May 4.) Mr. B. Cocmraxe 
rose to ask the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs what steps had been taken 
by her Majesty's Government to protect our commercial interests in Japan. He 
said that in putting his question he should take the liberty of making a few 
observations, He knew that questions such as his failed very frequently to 
excite any in‘erest in the House; but the ci-cumstances of this case were 
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very important, and that muet be his apology for the course which he was 
about to adopt. Hon. gentlemen who had not peruséd the papers relating 
toJapan might not be aware that there was at present a great risk of a 
massacre of the whole of the European inhabitan's, But as this appeared 
to be the case, it was right that the House should know what means the Go- 
vernment intended to adop: in order to protect the interests of those persons 
who, in consequence of the policy of the Government, had been induced to - 
make Japan their p'ace of residence. In 1854 Adumiral Stirling, a distin- 
guished officer in the British service, entered into a convention with the 
Government of Japan with regard to certain harbours in that country, and 
obtained by virtue of that convention the privilege of access to the country 
by our merchants. Very little result was produced by that convention ; but 
it was a striking circumstance, because it was the first instance in which the 
Emperor of Japan had abandoned the restrictive policy of the empire since 
the great massacre of Christ'ans whch took place there two centuries ago, 
which massacre was followed by laws to stringent that no Japanese, on pain 
of death, could leave the country, or, havin: lef: it, could return to it. Ad- 
miral Stirling having entered into that convention, Lord Elgin, in 1858, 
during the progress of the negotiations which were carried on in China, 
went to Japan for the purpose of making another commercial treaty with 
that country, and at the same time to present to the Kmyeror, or the 
Tycoon of Japan, a yacht, the gift of her Majesty to the Emperor. Hon. 
members who had taken the trouble to read the despatches on the table 
must have been struck with the interesting account given of this visit by 
Lord Elgin. Many hon. members must a'so have persed the able and ad- 
mirable works of Mr. Oliphant and Captain Sherard Os'.om on the same 
subject. With all the admiration thit he felt for Lord Elgin, he must say 
that his lordship appeared to have fallen into the same error in Japan as we 
had fallen into with regard to our relations in China, and which had led to 
all those calamit‘es, involving the loss of he did not know what amount of 
blood and treasure. We had treated the Japinese in the same manner as 
the Chinese—at one moment as barbarians, in the n-xt demanding from 
them all that conduct which pertained to the highest civilisatim, And 
while we demanded of them the strictest execution of the treaties entered 
into with them, we were the fir.t to violate those treaties. For instance, 
Lord El_in, in opposition to the convention of Admiral Stirling in 1854, and 
in opposition to all the remonstrances that were made by the authorities of 
Japan, drove through the harbour of Yedd:, into the inner harbour, in de- 
fiance of all treaty obligations. On the former accasio», and in another 
place, Lord Elgin had blamed him for having used harsh language towards 
him. He a:sured the noble lord, and he etr..sted that the assurance would 
reach him in due time, that he felt the greatest admiration for him. He 











thought the noble lord exhibited the greatest self-denial and patrioti-m in 
again going out to China as ambassador. It could have been 
nothing less than real Jove of his country which had b en his actuating 
motive. Still, he ditlered from some of the views which Lord Flg'n had 
carried into effect, an! wh'ch had been well descr bed by the right hon. 
baron t below him (Sir Bulwer Lytton) as th+ pre-determined system which 
we had pursued in the East. The noble lod having urrived at YedJo, bore 
testimony, and niost touching testimony, to the gentle, generous, amiable, 
and kind y qualities of the Japanese, Here wasa country, more d-nscly 
populated than any country in Europe, in whic), oving to the admirable 
system of legis'ation there pursued, there were actually no poor. There were 
cities of en.rmous population, as Lord Elgin testified, the populations crowd- 
ing the streets to sve the foreigners in their capital for the first tine, and yet 
kept back only by a packthread stretched from end to end of the streets, Mr. 
Okphant said that during the whole period they were in Japan no hing 
cecurred to mar the pleasure «nd the happiness they derive from their visit 
to the Japanese. Now, then, such having been the case, it became a question 
wht was it that had g:ven rise to the sudden change in the r-lations between. 
the two count ies. A gentleman of very excellent ability, and of very great 
influence in the [Ea t. Mr, Alcock, was appointed to the post of consul- 
general at Yeddo, and other gentlemen, also of great ability, were mate vice 
consuls, Mr. Alcock was subsequently named minister plenipotentiary. 
But as he (Mr. Cochrane) said before, unhappily we fell into the same error 
as we had done in Cuina, There were two demands made on the Japanese. 
One was, that we were to havea minister resident in Yedda; the other, tha: 
all the vice consuls were to be so situated as to be place! in immediate and 
convenient relations with the Government of Japa. ‘Ihe whole feelings of 
the people in eastern couniries were opposed to such close intercouree. The 
noble lord i: one of his despat:hes suggest d that another port sh: u'd be 
eubstituted for thaton whch Mr, Alcock tiad insisted. Krom the moment 
we insisted on those demands, from that moment a bitter feeling arose in the 
minds of the people of Japan, and this had been shown in a manver that 
woud interest the Chancellor of the Exchequer, for it showed very great and 
wonderful ingenuity in dealing with questions of financ», so as to place us in 
a position of very great difficulty and embarrassment, One article of the 
treaty stipula:ed that the Mexi:an dollar should be tiken by the Japancse in 
exchange for Japanese silver atan equal weight. At th t time the M. xican 
dollar was equal to three Japanese coins. The Japanese, therefo e, called in 
all their silver, and recoined it in such a state that it was equa! in w-ight to 
the Mex can dollar, and the result was, that the English lost two-thi ds of 
exchange in the value of moncy. ‘fhere was a prohibti-n on the export of 
gold from Japan; and the Europeans could no: buy the produce of the 
country except with Japanese money, b t they could buy the gold at 100 per 
cent. premium, The Japanese met that by dicari:g that they would issue 
no more ailver, and the people even burnt down the Emperor's palace, in 
order that they might be ab‘e to say that unter the melancho'y circumst neces 
the public offices would not be opened, Aid 0 the public otlices were closed. 
The hon. ge.tleman procceded to call the atiention of th: House to wha’ 
had been the conduct of our merchauts there, They wished to get rosses- 
sion of the gold coinage, in order to smuggle it oat of the country, He should 
explain that the Government had announced that they woul | only issue silver 
in proportion to the demands that were made on them for it.

certainly of considerable interest and importance. Great difficulties have 
unavoidably arisen in the establishment of an intercourse between British 
subjects and the inhabitants of a country with which we have hitherto been 
prevented from entering into any communication whatever. One of those 
difficulties was caused by the state of the currency in Japin, because while | 
the proportion in the value of gold to silver in this country has been as 1 to 
15, it bas been in Japan as only 1 to 5 ; and it was therefore a very profit- 
able transaction for British merchants to obtain a quantity of silver, and 
with that slver to purchase gold in Japan and then export it from that 
country, But that operation had naturally exeited a good deal of apprehcn- 
sion and dislike on the part of the Japan:se Gov.rnment. I am happy, 
however, to be ab'e to say that they have taken the sensible course in this 
matter, and have made the relation between the valwe of gold and silver the 
same as that which prevails in other nations. Several other differe: ces have 
arisen between the Japane e and the Englishmen who have lately, for the 
firat tine, been admitted into that country, and more than one of those 
cccurrences, I am sorry to say, was of a very sanguinary nature. For in- 
stance, there was a case of a servant of the British mission, who wasa 
native of Japan, and had spent many years in the United States of America, 
so that he was a master of the Jayanese and the English ‘anguages. He had 
by his conduct excited the animosity of the Japanese, and when he was 
assailed by a nuniber of them he had got one of the offenders placed in the 
hands of the ro'ice. The result was that he further provoked their resent- 
ment, and one day, as he wre standing clese to the doors of the mission- 
house, three persons attacked him unawares, and stabbed him mortally. Mr. 
Alcock afterwards insisted! t!at the assassins should be prose: uted, and that 
the murdered man should receive a public funeral. In the last accounts 
which the Gove.nuent kad received from Mr. Alcock he had expressed a 
stronger hope than he had previously done that great as were the difficulties 
with which he had still to conterd ke should be able to overcome them, and 
that a corsierahle trade might: be established between this country and 
Japan. But that trade n ust cons'st almost entirely in the export of Japan’ se 
products, which we must purcha e with silver, for there had hitherto been 
hardly any demand at all in that coun:ry for British manuf.c.ured goods, 
Our ships of war visit the neighboushood of Yecdo from time to time, but 
they cannot go rearer than wi h'n f.ur or five miles of that city, and are 
therefo:e unxble to be on the spot to prevent any sudden act of violencet. I 
agree with the bon. gentleman that we should take every possible care that 
British merchants aud the'r agents comn.it no offence against the natives; 
and unless we do 80 we cannot main ain our relations with them upon a 
satisfactory footing. 

© THe Disterpaxces ar Napies—(April 26.) In reply to Mr. SumriDay, 
Lord J, Russet said he had recived no complaints from British subjects in 
the kingdom of Naples, and in the immediate vicinity of the disturbances in 
Sicily, of inefficient protection on the part of the English representative, or 
of the English men-of-war on the station.

In 
answer to aquestionfrem Mr, Das.cusn, Lord C. Pagersaid he did not believe 
that there was any truth in the telegram announcing the des‘ruction of the 
Sampson and some other vessels by the Chinese batteries at the mouth of the 
Prilto. Acearding to de: patches recently received from Admiral Hop, those 
vessels were at some other p'ace, 

Tue Ourrice By Exauisnmen In THE Mosgux at Catro.—(April 27). 
Sir C. Woop said, in answer to Mr, Mizpmay, that he had received an account 
of an outrage by Englishmen in the mosque at Cairo, of a most gross character, 
and no one conid more regret it than himself, Tt was reported to him by the 
English Consul, and whit had been stated by his hon, friend as to that 
oecurrence waa, on the whole, correct. These per-ons we e not satisied with 
being admitted into the body of the mosque, but intruded themselves into 
the viceroy’s private a;artzents, where there were several !ndics, and there 
mimicked their ceremonies and genuflexions. Seeing that, the Viceroy sent 
to them and requested them to leave the place, but on their refusing to do so 
he sent a body of janissaries to remove them from the Mosque; and, what 
was more difficrlt, to pr. tect them from the fury of the mob. ‘The officers of 
the ship by which these persons arrived apolosised the next day, but the 
passengers went on by the railway ; but he believed they were not officers of 
the Indian army. As his hon. friend bad brought this matter under his 
(Sir C. Wond’s) notice, and as the mail was going out to India yesterday, he 
had taken the opportunity of writ'ng to the Governors of Madras and Calcutta 
to call on the officers of the packet to report to the respective (lo. ernments all 
the circumstances, and the names of those persons, if they belong to the 
Indian se:vic-, or in any way connected with it, so that they might be ca'led 
to account for their conduct. A similar notice would also be sent out by the 
next mail to Pombay. 

Stave Travy tw Coorrs.—(April 27.) Lord J. Russsut. (in reply to Mr, 
Buxton) said the most stringent mea-ures had been taken, both by the Imperial 
authorities and the allied commissioners at Canton, to put a stop to the slave 
trade in coolics between China and Cuba, and that it had been decided by 
the Spani-h Government, that after the lat July 1861, no Asiatic labourers 
should be introduced into Cuha. 

Anxpxation or Savoy.— (April 30.) In reply to the Marquis of Cuaxar-

on account of the Chinese expedition.—Mr. 8. Hfgrperz, in answer to the 
question of the hon, baronet, would first state what was the amount of force 
stated by his right hon. friend the Secretary of State, on the 24th of Febra- 
ary last, as about to be despatched from India to China. There were five 
regiments of European infantry, and probably two additional regiments, the 
first numbe.ing 5,500, the second 1,984—a total of 7,484 men. He said 
there were also five regiments of native i , consisting of 4,000 men, 
one regim: nt of native cavalry, consisting of 400 men, and two companies of 
Madras Sappe's, of 200 men—making together 4,684 men. So that tha 
total of the British forces, 7,484 men, and of the native forces, 4,600, made @ 
total of 12084, But his right hon, friend did not mention, owing to the 
form in which the question was put to him, what he (Mr. 8, Herbert) would 
mention now, that there were likewise going to India four battalions of Royal 
Artillery, cons‘sting of 814 men, one company of Royal Engineers, of 12 
men ; and two squadrons of D:agoon Guards, consistiny of $28 men, mak'ng 
together 1,266, which, added to the 12,084, gave » gross total of 18,350: 
men. One regiment, however, of the native forces, as they had heard by the 
last mail, had been stopped ; and it was possible that other reg ments also 
might be st»pped. Only the day before yesterday the Government heard 
that one regiment had been detained in consequence of counter orders. He 
would add now the numbers of the troops despatched from England. It 
consisted of a battalion of military train of 289 men; two battalions of 
Royal Astillery (Armatrong guns), 444 men; 2nd Foot, from the Cape, 845 
men—together 1,578. That added to the previous number gave a total of 
14,928 men, From that there must be deduct d for over estimate of the 
forces, about 1,000. Of course, if any other regiment had been stopped 
that would have to be deducted also. The whole availab'e force was, there> 
fore, alout 14,000 men, irrespective, of course, of the garrison at Hong 
Kong. Then, with respect to the wives and children of men belonging to 
those regiments which had been sent from India to China, the moment the 
Government here heard that the Indian Government intended to despatch 
them home to England, they telegraphed a desire that they should be kept 
in India till further orders, With respect to any additional forces to China 
it was impossible to say what would be the course of events; but if it should 
be such as to lead to a recommencement of hostilities or protracted operations, 
then, certainly in that case, due notice would be given to the house before 
making a motion for such additional vote of credit as might become necessary. 


Disturpancrs 1n New Zeacanp.—(May 8) Lord A, CuvrcHitn asked 
the Under Secretary of State for the Colonies whether any authentic intellix 
gence had been received with respect to the disturbances in New Zealand.— 
dir. Fortescue said that no disturbarces had taken place. The fact was, 
that certain persons had purchased some land from a native chief, who waa 
willing and desirous to sell it to them ; and, on proceeding to survey the 
land, the surveyors had been interrupted by another chief, who bad no 
claim to the land whatever. The Governor, therefore, at once proceeded to 
Plymouth, with a strong detachment of troops; and, by a letter received 
from him that day, it appeared that he was meet ng the difficulty with great 
prudence, arid there was every reason to hope,that the disturbances would nat 
spr-ad any further.

Documents 
published six ycars ago, relating to Japan, and to affairs which were touched 
upon, but apparently with an imperfect understanding of them, by Mn 
Bai lie Cochrane, read now like the beginning of a preconcerted chain af 
events which have not yet reached their termination, and which associate 
themselves in the mind with the policy pursued for some year: past towards 
China. The negotintion of a treaty of commerce with Japan by Admiral 
Stirling without authority, the thanks given to him by Lord Clarendon for 
this act of insubordination, the pretence of Lord Clarendon to ratify the treaty 
himaelf without reference to the Queen, and the cetemporane-us articles im 
the leading journal lamenting the impossibility of civilizing Japan without

coerced China into a treaty more im our favour than the last, and into paying 
the cost of the coercion,” and we have the date of the commencement of this 
new illustration of our justice in dealing with States other than the Groat

THE JAPANESE EMBASSY TO THE UNITED STATES. 

‘When the first Embassy departed from these shores to the unknown city 
of'Pekin the expedition created almost as much sensation as would have 
been occasioned by a voyage to the moon. We are now despatching an 
ambassador to the same country nader very different conditions ; but it hap- 
pens that at this moment an embassy is on its way, probably to London, 
which is at least as extraordinary as the first British mission to China, 
Never from the eurliest perivds of history hae a diplomatic mission been 
sent out from the Empire of Japan until the present day ; but now nearly a 
hundred Japanese have started on what is likely to be a tour of the world, 
and perhaps before the London season is over we may see genuine specimens 
of this wonderful people im the Crystal Palace or on the banks of the Ser- 
pentine. The prospect is due to the Americans, who have got the first 
visit for thenselves, aud who, as even their official publications show, are not 
a little pleased at jtheir success. When the treaty of amity Letween the 
Americans and the Japanese had been followed by a commercial treaty, it 
was agreed that the ratifiations of the latter instrument should be exchanged 
in the city of Washington, an under.tanding which necestarily involved the 
appearance of a Japanese Envoy at the American capital. Shortly afterwards 
the Government of Japan applied to Mr. Harris, the American Consul- 
General at Simrda, for a vessel of war in which the proposed Embassy might 
make the voyage, seeing that the Emperor had no ship fit to cross the Pacific, 
while the ordinary passenger steamers would not afford agreealile ineans of 
conveyance. This request was promptly communicated by Mr. Harris to 
the American Secretary of State at Washingt: n, and favourably received ; 
in fact, the Embassy would have started a twelvemonth sooner but for a re- 
markable impediment. We have expl..ined on a former occasion the circum- 
stances which induced the Japanese to emerze from their political selusion, 
and accept terms of commercial intercourse w:th the Unied States, The 
result wis the effe.t of terror only, not of enlightenment, and as s-on, there- 
fore, as the American squadron had d sappeared from the bay of Jeddo the 
traditioval pri ciples of Japanese policy resumed their sway. However, as 
the treaty was signed, there was no help for it; but the obstructive party in 
the Imperial Council, composed of the hereditary princes of the country, hit 
upon an ingenious deviee for nullifying the convention, and especially that 
clause of it which provided for the Embassy to Washington. By the ancient 
laws of Japan death was the penalty awaiting any Japancee who left his 
native sh rea, and this statute the princes obstirately refused to repeal. 
“ They look,” writes Mr. Harris of these aristocratic malcontents, “ on the 
treaties recently made as unavoidable evils, and accept them as auch, but, in 
their Conservative spirit, they wish to preserve as much as possible of their 
ancient institutions,” The Japanese Liberals were na'urally indisposed to 
leave their “Conservative” opponents with so very strong a hold over them, 
and, consequently, application was made to Mr. Harris for a year's delay in 
the matter of the ratitications, so that the unpleasant liability attaching to 
voyage might be removed. ‘This proposition also the Americans gra- 
ciously received, being apparently solicitous about one point only—viz., that 
the honour of a first visit from the Japanese should be theirs, and theirs 
alone. apecially were they jealous of uur own interference in the business, 
and prop -rtiona‘ely elat d when it seemed clear that we must be left to play 
the second fiddle. “ Our countrymen,” writes the contmander of the Ame. 
Tican flagship to Mr. Harris, “ were quite gratitied at your having ant cipated 
John Bull in the treaty, and the latter is sadly mortified, as is shown in a 
publicition ina Shanghai paper, made, it is said, by o:e of Lord Elgin’s 
attaches.’ Resolved to secure so favour.ble a position, the Consul-General, 
in aecording the postponement desired by the Japanese, stipulated by a for- 
mal article in the new convention that “no Embassy should leave Japan for 
any foreign n».ion before the mission bearing the Japanese ratification should 
have arrived at Washington.” ‘his patriotic anxiety, however, will not be 
very substantially rewarded, if, as appears probable, the Japanese, when 
once on their travels, should determine on making a clean swecp of the mat- 
ter, and going over half the world. Mr. Harris himself r.marks that there 
is no need to provide for the return voyage of the Embassy, since “ the am- 
bas ador wil! doubtless procced from the United States to England, Holla d, 
and Russia, and probably to France also, Iam inclined to think that he 
will prefer returning cia Egypt and China, in place cf the Pacific route.” 
The Americans, therefore, could hardly cume otherwise than first on the 
Japanese visiting list, even had the affair been ‘eft to choice, but iu the inci- 
dental arrangemen's the Consul-General displayed considerable sagacity. 
Two things struck Mr. Harris as particularly desirable in yroviding for a 
first impression of a favourable kind on the minds of the strangers. He 
wished that they should be received “ at a place less excitable and tumultu- 
ons than any of our large sea porta,” and that they shoul! get their first sight 
of America, not during the stormy und inclement season of winter, but in 
“‘the beautiful month of June.” The former of these con-litions he seemed 
te be easily securing by timing their departure from Jagan; the second he 
endeavoured to insure by suggesting that they “should be conveyed from 
Aspinwall directly to the Potomac, without touching at any other port in the 
United States.” We fear, however, that this mancuvre has misca:ried, for 
our American intelligence appris*s the world that the United States’ ship 
Powhatan, with the Japanese Embassy on board, had duly arrived at the 
chief port of California, so that the first impressions of the illustrious travellers 
would be derived from Sin Francisco at the end of March instead of from 
Washington in the middle of June. Nevertheless, it is said that the envoys 
and theit suite are exceedingly delighed with Californian entertainments, 
and these displays may gain perhaps in novelty and zest what they may 
lack in serenity and decorum. Th» United States’ Government, we are 
told, will bear all the costs and charges of the Embassy, perhaps in confor- 
amity with the usages of the Japanese themselves in this respect. The Con- 
su'-General informs Mr. Cass that, though he was desirous of putting the 
Emperor to no expense in his visits to Jeddo, he could not completely suc- 
ceed in avoiding obligations. The Japanese always insisted on paying his 
coolies and maintaining his servan's and escort ; and what they do for others 
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they may expect to be done for them. We are assured, indeed, by Mr. 
Harris, that Lord Elgin, in hie abortive efforts to procure an Kmbassy to 
London, promised to furnish at least conveyances for the ambassadors, and: 
we believe the Californians have voted some thousands of pounds for the 
charges of gratifying their visitors, Whether the Embassy will be welcomed 
in every part of the world with the same enthusiasm is another question, but 
we may assure our American friends that we are not in the least degree 
jealous of their priority in these arrangements. If their squadron firet scared. 
the Japanese into sociability, they had a claim to the first treaty, and their 
geographical position was @ pretty good guarantee for the honour of a first 
visit, It was no more than natural, indeed, that the first effo.ts of the 
Japanese in the way of commerce should be directed to the shores of Chins 
or California, instend of being addressed to the more distant regions of 
Borope, We care li:tle in what way the current flows so long as it flows 
freely. It is already clear that Japan may become an exporting country of 
great importance, and it seems now ascertained that, though the shipments 
to Europe have not Leen 1-umerous since the opening of the trade, the busi- 
ness transacted with China has been on a very ex'ensive scale. We are 
quite satisfied with this beginning. The early navigators hugged the shore 

fore they ventured out upon the deep, and the Jaranese merchants may 
feel their way to profit in ccntiguous ports bef re they stretch across the 
grent oceans of the world. Ths Embassy, however, cught to do something 
in smoothing the road to inte course, Ifa hundred selected Japanese are to 
travel freely over Europe, Asia, and America, they can hardly fail of getting 
their ideas expanded, and communicating their impr. ssions to their country- 
men at home, — Times. 





THE NAVY. 

Tf nations settled their wars as echoolboys sometimes gamble for marbles 
—each of the young disputants emptying his pockets, and he who shows 
most taking all—this would be all very well, If England and Fiance 
could tow ont their fleets into mid-channel, count their peunants, and decide 


the victory by arithmetic, this might answer. But we submit that the only 
use of a ship of war is to fight, and she cannot fight without men. We 
should have been much better pleased if the Dake of Somerset had carried. 
his comparison into this part of the question, had told us how many seamen 
the Emperor of the French can assemble within a fortnight, and had shown, 
us that he could assemble double the number at Portsmouth in the same 
space of t'me. If the Secretary for War had been asked how many effece 
tive soldiess he had for a sudden emergency, and had answered that he could 
not tell much about the men, but that he had half a million of soldiers? 
coats in store, cither House of Parliament would have resented the imperti- 
nence; but, when Lord Lyndhurst seeks to know what our naval cap cities 
for an emergency are, he :s told thit there are so many empty ships afloat, 
and he is expected to fecl secure. Ships that cannot be manned are only a pro- 
digal waste of public money. How odd it is that we should be obliged to 
say and resay, and repeat and reiterate, this plain truism! It is stout hearts 
and strong arma, and not hollow wood-n shells, which decide battles, We 
a:k for seamen, and we are told of the numbers of dockyard artiticers em- 
ployed ; we look about for crews, and we read accounts of extensive dige 
satisfaction, and hear hints about the prerogative of impressment. If » 
naval man begins to talk about impressment we bad better dismiss 
him, for he evidently does not know his business. If an euemy 
were in the Channel we will not say what might be done, but no less 
emergency will ever turn loose a presegang upon English ground again. 
Impressment, or an organised naval conscription, which is the same 
thing in a still more formidatle shape, seems to suit the temper of the 
French, but it wilt never be tolerated in England, so long as Eng- 
land can defend herself, Our ships must be manned by volunteers, by 
men fairly hired. The only plan to effect this is to make the Queen's sere 
vice popular, and to bind our whole maritime population to our navy by the 
strong bonds of individual interest. At present it would appear that we 
are lamentably deficient in both these requisites. Tie great scheme for 
making all our commercial seamen effective men-of-war'g men has up to this 
tin e given us 1,000 naval volunteer, We wee promised 70,000. Having 
ho reserve at present, we might, perhaps, have had some reasonable hope in 
the popularity of our service ; but, by an ingenuity unexampled in its per 
versity, our Admira'ty have managed to make the (Queen's service emi- 
nently unpopular with the whole race of men who pass their lives upon the 
water. Let any landsman who has once been to sea recollect for a moment 
what his own sensations were when he first caught sight of shore, and how 
eager he was to 1umb'e into the first boat that came alongside ; bating, per 
haps, the difference of a few sea-sick sensations, every sailor's desire to get 
upon évra firma was quite as intense and as impatient as was that of the 
most exhausted lan'sman on board. Jack’s only incentive to go upon a 
long cruise, and submit himself for many mont's to the ciscipline of a man- 
of. war, is tha: he may come tack and enjoy himself. It is impossible to 
conceive an thing more tantilizing than tke condition of a crew with their _ 
anchor down at S;itead, full in the sight of their coarse terrestrial parae 
dise, with all the strange knickknicks about them, which they have gathered 
in labour and in danger, in the single hope of flaunting with them on their 
return, and then suddenly denied the customary privilege of going on shore 
on leave. This, however, is now constantly cccurring. No one can wonder 
that men thus imprisoned by caprice, or even perhaps by some better motive, 
operating in the mind either of the:r captain or their admiral, should become 
insubordinate, or even reckless or mutinous. No one cin feel surpr'sed that 
eailors should hesitate to take service wh'ch they exp:ct to terminate in 80 
vexatious a manner. There is, however, unfortunately, a matter lying at 
the bottom of this grievance which wll not bear publc discussion in the 
columns of a general newspaper ; but it is of so great and so vital an im- 
portance that those who are re-ponzible for the health of our men, as well as 
for the effectiveness of our navy, ought to cons der itan imperative duty ta 
grapple with that subject, and to deal with it practicaly. We may not 
further open such a question in these columns, lut it is essential to the popu- 
laity of the secvice:that a sailor’s right to his run ashore should be as well de- 
fined as his richt to bis pay and allowances; and something onght to be 
done te provide that the enjoyment of that t should be as little hurtful 
as pos.ible ta himself and to the public service.— Times.

BRITISH PEGUE—OVERLAND ROUTE TO WESTERN 
CHINA—FROM RANGOON TO ESMOK. 

'€ We have bricfly noticed this very important national project 
as well worthy of the serious consideration of practical men, 
Since then we have had an opportunity of perusing some of 
the pamphlets which the projectors (Captain Sprye and his son) 
have put into private circulation on the subject, and which em- 
body parts of a scries of letters which they have written on 
the project during the last three years to the respective Secre- 
taries of State for Foreign Affairs, to the Indian Council, to 
the Lords of the Treasury, the Chancellors of the Exchequer, 
and the Presidents of the Board of Trade. We have also 
examined the scycral maps, MS. and printed, which the pro- 
jectors have constructed to show the geographical part of 
the project, and perused several of the able leading articles 
of the London and Provincial press. The writers of these 
articles, though considering the project in different points 
of view, singularly agree in commending it as well meriting tho 
support of the manufacturing and trading bodies of the United 
Kingdom and India, and as calling for the immediate adoption 
and patronage of the Government as an exceptional case, in- 
volving, both as regards telegraphic communication and com- 

merce with China, the most grave imperial interests, 

To describe the project more clearly, we will first allude to 
the telegraph portion of the scheme. Our readers are aware 
that excepting the break in the Mediterrancan, which has been 
80 long a discredit to our Government, the telegraph now exists 
continuously from London to Tongho, our northern station in 
eastern Pegue, Midway between Rangoon and Tongho the wires 
pass through the town of Shoe-Gycn, which is one of our smaller 
civil and military stations in castern Pegue. From Shoe-Gyen 
the projectors (who have every particular of the erection of the 
telegraph throughout Pegue) propose to carry the wires across 
the southern spurs of the Karen hills, from the valley of tho 
Sittang river to or beyond the bank of that larger but equally 
unnavigable stream the Salween, at the north eastern extremity 
of our fronticr. From that point they propose, under arrange- 
ments they are prepared to establish with the King of Burmah 
—who has been ldng desirous to have the telegraph introduced 
into his country, and is at present negotiating with a London 
firm for its extension to Amarapoora from our western Pegue 
frontier station of Mceaday,—to carry the wires across his 
Majesty's two south-casteru Shan provinces of Kiang-Tung, 
and Kiang-Hung, two hundred and fifty miles, to the Chinese 
frontier city of Esmok, at the south-west extremity of 
the Yunnan province of China proper. Captain Sprye 
has, we believe, full information of those two Shan 
States, their ruling princes, and courts. Though tributary to 
the King of Burmah, and not allowed to have the white um- 
brella carried over them, they are independent rulers of their 
own respective territories, and exhibit the white umbrella on 
each side of their thrones in their halls of audience. The 
princes, nobles, aud people of both States are known to the 
Projectors to be most favourably disposed towards our country, 
and anxious to establish a direct commerce from Rangoon with 
Esmok, across their States. Fiom Esmok the projectors have 
urged our Foreign Sceretary, and we hope not in vain, to pro- 
vide in our present negotiations with China for continuing the 
wires along the imperial high road, through the valley of the 
Pearl river, to Canton ; and thence to Hong Kong and the Con- 
sular ports of China. 

The whole of this seems to us to bo not only, as the pro- 
Jectors affirm it to be, capable of casy and rapid realization, 
but most worthy of the prompt and effective attention of our 
Ministers, and the support of our maufacturers and merchants, 
more especially those connected with China, Further, the 
realisation of the project appcars to us to be called for, in 





order to support our prestige against Russian and American 
influence with that country ; apart from which the geography 
of the globe indicates this route to be pre-eminently advanta- 
geous in point of distance, 

As respects “Commerce with western and inland China,” the 
project is limited, at present, to a cheap single line rail or 
tramway, to be also laid from Rangoon across eastern Pegue to 
our extreme north-eastern frontier towards Esmok—in all 
about 250 miles. The line to run, as a survey of the 
country may show to be most desirable in regard to facility 
and economy of construction, from Rangoon to the ancient 
city of Pegue, which is sixty-two miles: thence, by the right 
of the river Sittang to Shoe-Gyen : thence up the left side of 
the Shoe-Gyen river (a tributary of the Sittang) across the 
watershed, between it and the upper Young-Zaleen river ; cross- 
ing which river at the best point for the most casy line from it 
across the intervening country to the Salween, up to our frontier 
by the right or left bank of that river, as the Siamese Shan 
Chief of Zimmai may or may not be permitted by us in nego- 
tiation with his Suzerain the King of Siam, to retain his usur- 
pation of the zestern slopes of the Tanen-Taung-Ghee mountains 
down to the left bank of the Salween river; which tract was 
heretofore indubitably Burman territory, and by the annexation 
of Pegue and Martaban became as unquestionably British. The 
terminus of this eastern Pegue line would thus, in either case, 
be on British ground, at the eastern base of the Karen Hill 
ranges, the valleys and plateaus of which have been reported 
by the British Commissioner of Tongho, who has several times 
traversed them, to be beautiful in scenery and climate, rich in 
products of every description, and inhabited by an industrious, 
peaceful people, disposed to friendly intercourse with us. It is 
there that, the projectors propose that a frontier Commercial Em- 


i porium should also be formed, not only to take the rich products 


of that part of Burmah and of the surrounding Shan States, 
but also as being within the distance the Chinese cara- 
vans from Esmok can reach, which now traverse that country 
to the utmost limit their cattle will permit, exchanging Chinese 
produce and manufactures for those of Burmab, the Shan 
and Karen States. Perhaps, as the Bristol Mercury has recently 
observed hercon, if the project involved a war, the sacrifice 
therein of thousands of our countrymen, aud the wasteful out- 
lay of millions of the national treasure, Ministers might deem 
it not unworthy of their attention, and would be prompt to 
enter into it, hand over head, caring for nothing but the fight- 
ing “ prestige” of our country, the continuous extension of 
our military rule in the East, and the increase of patronage 
such wars, spoliations, and annexations always bring to them 
for their family and political dependants, But surely the occur- 
rences there during recent years—our never-ending wars with 
Affghanistan, Sinde, Persia, Burmah, China, &c. ; the rebellion 
of the very army on which we heretofore mainly depended for 
the sustention of our rule, and must again depend for it when 
involved in a European war; and the financial cmbarrassments 
such a course of profligate war expenditure has entailed upon 
British India,—should teach, if not our statesmen, our represen- 
tatives in Parliament, the expediency of now trying the effect of 
the opposite system—that of peace and friendliness with the 
yet independent States of Asia, and of the promotion of active 
commerce with them through channels capable of being opened 
up peacefully, if our Ministers choose. 


JAPAN. 

Mr. Alcock’s well-known penchant for writing despatches, 
although a source of discomfort, doubtless, to heads of depart- 
nints, affords journalists so much aid, that it ill becomes us 
to wish that he were more laconic, particularly as he is 
“ monarch of all he surveys,” in a land from which the world 
requires information. A Blue-book of over one hundred pages, . 
bringing us through a period of six months, will do to com- 
mence with. It is only just to Mr. Alcock to say that he does 
more than indite garrulous despatches. He is an intclligent 
vigilant officer, than whom no man living is better fitted for the 
post than he occupies. It is well for the country that the 
inauguration of a new order of things in Japan should have 
been entrusted to one who earned the distinction of being the 
best of our consuls in China, In conferring on him the title of 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, the Govern- 
ment not only acted in a politic manner, enabling him to meet 
the princes of Japan on the same footing, and therefore entitled 
to the same privileges as the American minister, but they fitly 
rewarded @ meritorious officer. a 
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We shall best understand the state of affairs in Yedo and in 
Japan generally, by following the new Consul-General in his 
first official entry into that huge metropolis. We say his first 
official entry—for he paid a furtive visit to several temples, 
from which he was allowed to select a residence. The one 
chosen is pleasantly situated in the midst of well kept grounds, 
and withal well shaded on the edge of the bay. On the occa- 
sion of the official visit, the ratifications of Lord Elgin’s treaty 
were exchanged, and conformably to instructions from Lord 
Malmesbury the ceremony was performed in such a manner as to 
impress the Japanese authorities and people with a due scnse of 
the importance of the proceeding as being the formal inaugura- 
tion of peace and friendship between the two countrics. It 
was a hot day in July when the cortége provided by the 
“Sampson” made its march of four miles through the streets of 
Yedo to the Foreign Minister’s residence in the heart of the 
official quarter. Gaping crowds, restrained by a slight cord 
drawn across the streets, and kept in awe by officers carrying 
iron staves, having rings at the top, were entertained by 
glimpses at the canopy, draped with flags and evergreens, 
which covered the treaty. That mysterious instrument rested 
ona silk cushion, and attracted great attention. The ratifica- 
tion accomplished—with no event of note save that two of the 
“Sampsons” were knocked up by the heat—it should seer that 
diplomacy had done its work, and it only remained for Plutus 
to enjoy the fruition thereof. Alas! although that day's pro- 
ceedings had cost the Consul-General an indescribable amount 
of labour and sleepless nights, his labour had only com- 
menced. His troubles began at home among his refractory 
countrymen, whose “ too provoking and ill-advised proceedings 
created the greatest obstacles” after all. That is to say, foreign 
merchants generally, and the Japanese officials, made choice of a 
Bite for the seat of trade different from that decided upon by 
the Consuls-General Alcock and Harris. With such odds against 
them, the English and American consuls found themselves at 
great disadvantage in corresponding on the subject with the 
native officers. Since the appearance of the Blue-book, our in- 
telligence from Japan shows that the merchants still consider 
themselves in the right in preferring Yakuhama to Kanagawa, 
two places closely adjacent, situated on the south side of the 
bay, seventeen miles from Yedo, Against Yakuhama it is 
urged that it places the foreign trader in nearly the same posi- 
tion as that of the Dutch at Desima; on tho other hand, it is 
better situated for communication with the shipping. If both 
places be secured—as is likely to be the case—this will prove 
@ transient difficulty. ‘The circumstance most inauspicious to 
the dawning commerce of the Japanese islands was the treat- 
ment to which the diplomatic body found themselves exposed. 
We do not refer to the wanton murder of the two Russians, nor 
to the apparently unprovoked attack upon a Chinese servant in 
foreign employ, but to the hooting, hustling, and stoning of the 
diplomatic body in the streets of the capital, under the walls of 
the Tycoon’s Palace, in broad daylight, and inythe presence of 
Japanese officers! Day after day were these insults offered to 
the five or six individuals composing the diplomatic missions. 
In answer to remonstrances on this subject, the Japanese Mi- 
nister for Forcign Affairs says, “ It is to be wondered at that 
the officers of the different powers should be molested in their 
walks! As soon as we heard of it, we gave strict orders to 
prevent it; but as our nation has not been accustomed to 
foreigners until latcly, they are astonished when they see them, 
and confusion ensues. It was very likely for this reason that 
@ stipulation was made to defer the residence at Yedo of the 
ministers of the different Powers.” So much for the explana- 
tion (absurdly expressed, owing to double translations) which 
Manabe Simoosano Kami and Wakisaka Nakatu Kano Tayu 
conjointly presented to Rutherford Alcock, Esq., but from one 
of our minister's recent despatches we find that he himsclf 
narrowly escaped being hewn down in the streets in attempting 
to rescue his unoffending attendant from the swords of officials 
in the streets. Notwithstanding the perfection of the espial 
system and of the police, the murderers of the Russians could 
not be apprehended. Besides demanding the discovery and 
death of the criminals, we find Captain Ounkovsky negotiating 
for a mortuary chapel, to be erected by the Japanese at the place 
of the murder, which is promised to be “ fulfilled with all exacti- 
tude.” No small difficulty arose from the attempts of the Govern 
ment to restrict intercourse between the Embassy at Yedo and 
the Consulate at Kanagawa, Mr. Alcock’s firmness alone kept 
him from being made almost as much a prisoner as ever was 
the Oppenhaeff at Derima. It seems now to be conceded that 





English officers may pass to and fro between the two offices at 
pleasure, a supply of passports being deposited with Mr. Alcock 
for facilitating such travel. 

It is, however, in the currency, and in their adherence to 
monopolies that the chief obstacles to commerce lic among the 
Japanese. On these subjects, however, we find nothing that 
we have not already laid before our readers, They depreciate 
dollars by declining to reccive them at the treasury at their 
full value. They refuse to provide Japanese currency in ade- 
quate quantity for exchange for dollars. Practically they set at 
nought the treaty by hindering the export of various commodi- 
ties, sustaining, in fact, the monopolies which thcy stipulated to 
in such an underhand manner that our consuls, even if Argus- 
eyed, cannot with certainty, detect the agency which thwarts 
the course of trade. The vexatious procecdings that we have 
described took place at the capital, and at Kanagawa, the port 
of the capital. It need not excite surprise that Nagasaki in the 
south, and Hakodadi in the north, send their complaints to our 
Foreign Office through our minister at Yedo. We shall con- 
fine our review to the latter, partly because information is 
wanted respecting that hitherto unheard-of port, and partly 
because the complaints of one consul sounds like the echoes of 
his distant colleague. Ten days’ steaming in the beginning of 
October—there being a current of over five knots against him 
—ceonveyed Mr. Alcock from Kanagawa to Hakodadi, the 
return passage being made in four days. Hakodadi, with its 
English and Russian consuls and American commercial agent, 
is, it seems, little more than a large and very poor village. Tho 
main strect extends nearly a mile along the edge of the bay, at 
the base of a high promontory, and wide enough to look im- 
posing, with houses and shops in sufficient number to gratify 
high expectations, proved, on closer inspection, to be little more 
than a collection of shops and huts—a thousand houses, per- 
haps, all told, with about 6,000 inhabitants, but these are of the 
poorest class, The houses of this promising port are next to 
roofless. “Thin shingle, laid upon a few rafters, and kept in 
their place by a plentiful allowance of pebbles aud boulders, 
may be very effective against high winds, but can hardly serve 
any useful purpose in rain.” 


As regards the products of this interesting place we find the 
following enumerated ;—Lead, which is not produced in larger 
quantitics than is required for home consumption ; it contains 
about 10 per cent. of silver. Sulphur in quantities for expor- 
tation ; edibles for the Chinese market, such as dried mush- 
rooms, bich de mar, or “trico,” aud “pangon,” another kind 
of sca-slug—‘“arabee” in Japanese. Salmon and other fish are 
abundant. Irish potatoes have been recently introduced, and 
are cheap and good. A limited quantity of furs and skins, those 
of the bear, sca-otter, and deer, but so badly dressed as to be 
unfit, without re-dressing, for the foreign market. The skins, 
however, are cheap. Pheasants, wild duck, and wild boars, as 
well as bears, seem to be abundant in Tesso. What the im- 
ports are to be is not so clear, except that bullion is likely to 
be called for. The harbour is a fine one, and easily accessible, 
The people are without hostility, and of a quiet habit, differing in 
this respect from the Nagasakians. Thirty whalers, one of 
them French, the others American, anchored there last year. 
A census of the mercantile body of Hakodadi gives “ one British 
resident as a merchant, and two Americans, one of whom has 
been a commercial agent of the United States, but 1s about to 
leave for San Francisco.” The diplomatic force, statistically, 
is rather more imposing. A British Consul, his family, inter- 
preter, and constable, a Russian Consul and three subordi- 
nates—all having families, and the American already counted. 


On quitting Hakodadi, Mr. Alcock felicitates himself, in a 
despatch to the Forcign Office, on the success that attended 
his efforts, after much opposition, to plant a consulate at that 
port. But he had no sooner steamed out of the harbour than 
“a continued serics of bootless conversations took place, at- 
tended with no good result.” Just what we should expect from 
“Dootless” talk. A bullock, ahen, or even ‘a bag of charcoal, 
the most trifling articles, in fact, can be purchascd only through 
a custom-house official at exorbitant prices. Are they cold? They 
must go to the Custom-house to buy a stove. Do they want 
hay for the luckless sheep they took with them? “To the 
Custom-house.” Are carpenters or masons wanted ? application 
must be made to the same bureau ; and when the consul asked 
to have money changed, an almost insolent refusal was the 
reply. Finally, the consulate was robbed, the robbers escaped, 
and on its being represented to the governor that the lives and 
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property of her Majesty's subjects were im peril, that officer [ 


never deigned a reply. 

“ All the treaties recently concluded with Japan are virtually 
annulled. As regards their most important provisions, they 
might.as well have never been signed, so completely have they 
been disregarded by the Japanese authoritics. Trade is stopped 
ab. Kanagawa, the port nearest the capital, as effectually as if an 
edict to that end had gone forth, and at all the ports its. de- 
velopment had been simply inadmissible, and designedly so, by 
prohibitions affecting the sale of the most accessible products 
for export, and notably erico and amabee (dried edibles for the 
Chinese market), by limitations obtainable of othcr goods ; 
and, finally, by the persistent denial of those facilities for the 
exchange of foreign money into Japanese currency, or the free 
circulation of the latter at its just value, without which trade 
is obviously impossible.” We should think so, the more espe- 
cially as there are some minor items to be added to the fore- 
going, such as the absence of all adequate measures for the protec- 
tion of life and property, and consequent insecurity of both, at 
all the ports ; the perpetual interference, covert. or avowed, of 
officials in the transactions between buyer and seller ; and the 
refusal, under a thousand pretexts, of the necessary facilities for 
determining the sites of foreign locations, and obtaining building 

und. In a word, the Elgin Treaty of Japan is as inoperative 
as that of China, and through a process far more provoking, 
those astute politigians scdulously avoid giving a clear casus 
belfi. As the case now stands, we find that to 
letters of remonstrance they oppose endless delays in 
answering, or put forward in their replies reasons so puerile, 
so ludicrously inapt or disproportioned to the effects assigned, 
that to combat or answer them is evidenly time and 
labour thrown away. Mr. Alcock has intimated to the 
Japanese minister that war is the only alternative, if the 
grievances complained of are not rectified, and the provisions of 
the treaty more faithfully carried out. But just as he was 
compelled to restrain Consul Vyse, who, in Horse Guards’ Eng- 
lish, had counselled the free use of revolvers to the forcign resi- 
dents in Kanagawa, so Lord John Russell considered it neces- 
sary to draw in the reins of Consul-General Alcock. “His Lord- 
ship says that “if war is made to enforce the observance of a 
commercial treaty we run the risk of engaging in protracted 
hostilities, and of earning areputation for quarrelling with every 
nation in the east.” Perhaps, as Lord John Russell says, 
“Time and patience may remove many of the difficulties,” but 
we are apprehensive that sanguinary collisions are inevitable. 
For, not only is hostility exhibited towards sailors and mer- 
chants, but as we havo scen, the diplomatic fuuctionarics at 
the capital—men who surely have given no cause of offence, 
aro in peril of their lives, When we consider the absolute sway 
of the rulers of that empire, we can easily understand how they 
can covertly nullify every treaty obligation. 





We are sorry that we can give no brighter colouring to our 
picture of Japan. Our Blue-book is sombre enough, especially 
for traders. Mark the case of the American who took sixty 
thousand dollars worth of goods to Makudadi—cottons, woollens, 
&c.—a quantity so great for the place that it checked what little 
demand existed. TheJapanese jumped to the conclusion that they 
tnust be sold at any sacrifice, and would not bid for themeaccord- 
ing to their value; the greater part are being re-exported toChina, 
To those young mca who mean to “go in for Japan” we com- 
mend the following picture for consolation, in the event of their 
being “plucked.” The diplomatic agents occupy posts neither 
very agrecable nor free from danger, and full of anxious respon- 
sibility. Similarrumours of a general massacre of the forcignersare 
put in circulation ; while the warnings from Government offi- 
cers to foreign officials about being almost certainly burned out, 
looks ominously like a foregone conclusion. “ With a perpetual 
menace of assassination on the one hand, and of incendiarism 
on the other ; while carthquakes almost weekly shake the houses 
to their foundations, I cannot,” says Mr. Alcock, “say the 
post of diplomatic agent is to be recommended for nervous peo- 
ple.” Add to this catalogue one's privations—poor beef and 
no mutton—and stores from Shanghai, at Shanghai prices, and 
we fancy that those who are destined never to sce Japan are 
not in Need of our commiseration. In conclusion, wo would 
gounsel Lord Elgin to keep his Japanese Treaty in view while he

Susrenston oF TRoors To Cutwa.—In th: London and China Telegraph 
of the 26th March it was announced in a lead‘ng artic’e that the embarkation 
of troops from India to China had been suspended. In confirmat’on of this, we 
give the following rece.ved from Bombay :—“It is reported, on the authority: 
of letters received from Bombay to the 11th ult., that orders had been given 
in Bombay and Madras to suspend the despatch of troxps to China, hopes 
being entertained of an amicable arrangement of the pending difficulties.” 

Tue AccELERATED ConTINENTAL Mart Services.—The accelerated mail 
acrvices, at fixed hours, between London, Paris, Brussels, &., commencedom * 
the Ist instant, The train started from London-biidge at seven Ad, 
reached Dover at 9.2, and the mail-packet, Prince Frederick William, waa 
steaming out of harbour with mails, passengers, and bagzage at 9.15. 
Against a fresh breeze and swell she made a rapid passage across, and the ” 
train left Calais for Paris and Brussels at the appointed time, so that under- 
the most unfavourable circumstances of wind and weather the object of the 
change of hours and acceleration of despatch has been accomplished. This 
will reduce the time of transit for the India and China ma'ls from 36 to 31 
hours betweenfMarseilles and London. 


Lorp Exaix’s Sxcuxp Misstox.—'t is a significant fact that Lord 
Elgin’s appointment to China, together with his two secretarics and other 
members of the mission, has not been announced$in the London Gazelle, 
The following extracts, however, from the Morning Post and Globe throws 
some light on the subject :—‘‘ We understand that for the present the Duke 
of Argyll, Lord Pr.vy Seal, will take the duties of the Post-office in the 
absence of the Earl of Elgin. This temporary arrangement is made in con 
sequence of an urcertainty asto the duration of the noble earl's absence, 
‘The most recent advices from China bring the intelligence that an ultimatum 
has been sent in by the English and French representatives on the spot to 
the Emperor, giving the Court of Pekin thirty days to determine whether it 
will accept and execute the treaty in its entirety, and comply with auch 
other conditions arising out of the late outrage as the Allies judge fittings If 
the news of the acceptance of our terms meets Lord Elgin on his road, he 
will return to England to resume h’'s office. If, on the contrary, our 
demands should not be complied with, his lordship will proceed to China om 
his arduous mission, and a successor will be appointed to the office, which 
the public convenience will require to be providel fur.” The Globe thus 
| confirms te announcement of our morning contemporary:—* It is not im- 
possible that the Karl of Eigin may find on his arrival at Suez a communica- 
tion which will render his further progress to China unnecessary, a proposal 
, haviig been made by the Aliies to the Chinese Government which, assented 
to prompily, will, it is Koped, avert.war, Meantime, Lord Elgin’s place in 
the Government will not be filled up, and the Duke of Argyll, Lord Privy 
Seal, who was formerly Postmaster-General, will discharge te dutics until 
either Lord Elgin returns, or his departure onwards from Suez will render 
it necessary to make a new appoinunent to the office of Postmaster 
General.”

Powhattan arrived at San Francisco on the 27th March, from Japan, via 
Honolulu. She had on board the Japanese embassy, consisting of two prin- 
cipal ambassadors, princes of the highest rank among the nobility of the 
empire, and two associates, who are nobles of nearly equal rank. These 
four are of the Emperor's council, They are accompanied by a suite of six- 
teem officers (including three interpreters), and fifty-two subordinates, 
iaking seventy-two in all. A cordial reception was accorded to the strangers 
by the authorities and citizens of California, The party would soon leave 
for Washington, via the Isthmus of Panau-a, Congress had appropriated 
50,000 dollars to meet the expenses of the embassy at Washington. It is 
stated that L-rd Lyons, under instructions from the British Government, 
wil extend to the ambassadors a cordial invitation to visit Great Briain. 

A Berian In YeEDo.—Our contemporary the Daily News has been fur- 
nished by a correspondent at Yedo with a graphic and interesting account of 
a public funeral which had just taken place there. The occasion was the 
burial of a Japanese attached to the British consu'ate, who had been barba- 
rous'y murdered by one of his countrymen, Having passed some years in 
Auerica and China, and acquired a fair knowledge of English, he was ob. 
viously a most valuable servant to any foreign mission, and the British Con- 
sul-General brought him from Chinn in the capacity of a linguist to the con- 
sulate. It was a fatal position for any one to occupy, and hd been for 
some timea subject of anxiety to his mister. He was warned to be c:utious 
and never to atir out at night—the danger anticipated being his assassination 
in the dark. His enemies determined, however, to go mcre boldly to work, 
and in broad daylight, on a Sunday afternoon, an assassin stole behind him 
unperceived by his victim, and burying a short sword up to tie hi't in his 
body, left it there, making his escape, without let or hindrance. ‘The British 
Consul-Ge:.eral demanded that by a public funeral a disavowal of all sanction 
ofthe murder should be made by the Japanese authorities, We are told by 
the corresp: ndent that if dec-rum and impressiveness could give any vale 
to a funeral service, there was nothing wauting in this. 


Sr. Hevgxa ConresPonpznog.—The slave trade must be sadly on the 
increase. You are aware that this is the great depot for the slavers to be 
condemned at, and within four months not less than five slavers have been 
brought in, There were 450 slaves on board of one, 750 on board of an- 
other, and 580 in the third. One was sent here with the captain and mate 
onboard, Before her arrival the Mystic, American war steamer, came to 
meet the slaver. She had been sailing under American colours. After 
having had a hearing before the magistrates they were given up to the 
American commanding officer, and were taken away heavily ironed. Were 
this barbarous and cruel trade made a reciprocal treaty between the nations, 
and slavery treated as piracy, we should not have our senses shocked at the 
sights and horrid stenches so often witnessed of late. We have frequently 
been told that the slave trade has been immensely over-rated. Good God! 
it would indeed make your heart ache aud freeze your blood to sce the 
wretched creatures land, being absolutely living, bu? filthy skeletons, their 
festering bodies covered with sickening sores, and in a few days nearly 200 
died out of 600. We are well inforn.ed that at the present moment there 
are scores of vessels on the African coast engaged in this hateful traffic. The 
American captains here make an open boast of what they do, and the profits 
are so enormous that it is worth their running any amount of risk. I suppose 
you have heard so mnch of the French since the 1s: of January, 1859, that 
you are lired of the subject. I must, however, administer a homeopathic 
doze, You know they have purchased the house Napoleon the Great died 
in, and the tomb he was buried in some distanceaway. ‘The house is being 
newly done up. Of course, like all Government property here, it was 
entirely in ruins, It is now being renovated in conformity to an old engray- 
ing taken a: the time of exile, Mcns. de Rougement is the conservator of 
the tomb, Napoleon ITI. sent him, a few days since, a couple of horses as a 
present, which, we are teld, were ridden by the Emperor through the Italian 
campaign. There are several French soldiers and engineers here measuring 
and sketching, What does all this mean? Coupled with the uncasy feel- 
ing almost visible in the various journals, it makes us suspicious,

At pp. 36, 37, and 38 of the papers appears the re- 
port of a commission appointed to investigate the conduct of Mr. Caldwell, 
J.P., registrar, protector of the Chinese, and licenser of ‘brothels. That 
report, although far short of meeting the jus ice of the case, aa developed 
throughout the whole of the evidence, does find Mr. Caldwell guilty of ve 
grave misconduct, and he, too, ought to have taken hia place asa crimi 

at the bar of justi.e. Instead of that he still continues to exercise hig 
offices as an important servant of the Crown. At p. 362 of the papers, ix 
the verdict of the special jury in the case of the Queen v. Torrant, In the 
opening of that ease the counsel for the Crown said that Sir J. Bowring 
and Dr. Bridges felt they were on their trial. The verdict of the jury. 
found them, in effect, guilty of a corrupt and damnable trick to defeat the 
ends of justice—this, too, without hearing a word of t'e defence. A 
perusal of the evidence shows that no other verdict was po-sible. These 
three remarkable and signal triumphs of justice were owing to the extraor= 
dinary ability, undaunted courage, unswervin. perseverance, and unimpeach- 
able honour and honesty of Mr. Anstey. Yet he is dismissed, and the cri- 
minals enjoy public favours.”

THE CHINA EXPEDITION. 
The intelligence of the loss of the gunboats Alyerine and 
Dove, desevibed as frigates in the telegram, caused inquiry in the 
House of Commons, and clicited the following from Lord 


Clarence Paget :— 

“The Admiralty have received a despatch from Admiral Hope, dated the 
15th of March, which announced that the two vessels reported to be sunk 
bad arrived the day before in company with the Sampson, therefore there 
was no reason to believe the rumour true.” 


According to all the advices they had not returned from the 
north, but were left there by the Sampson. In reference to 
reinforcements it has been stated by Mr. Herbert in the House. 
—whose speech will be found in our Parliamentary intelligenea 
—that as regarded the question of additional forces for China, 
it was impossible yet to see what would be the course of events ; 
but if it should be such as to lead to a commencement of 
hostilities, and toa protraction of operations, then certainly due 
notice would be given to the House of any motion for making 
provision for that state of things. 

The last news from Bombay advises that instructions had 
been issued to stop the further transport of troops, &o, In 
reply to a question Lord John Russell stated that it was not 
true that orders had been sent to China to stop the expedition 
to the north. On the contrary, they were to be pushed on 
ready for Lord Elgin, and save his lordship the responsibility of 
ordering the attack. It has also been announced that it ix 
possible that pacific accounts may reach him at Suez, which 
will render a visit to China unnecessary, and in that case his 
lordship will return and resume his office of Postmaster-General, 
which has been kept open. This, however, we decm very impro- 
bable. It is announced here that General Straubenzee returns 
to England by an early mail There have been no further an- 
nouncements in reference to the despatch of recruits for the 
various regiments now in China, and there is consequently no 
projected departures to report, and this remark applies also ta 
the navy. ‘Ihere is a rumour that tho Zuryuus will visit. 
China. There have been no further revelations concerning the 
damaged powder, &c., ex Himalaya.

The new gunboat Cormorant proceeded from Chatham to Woolwich to be 
laid up in reserve. 


A pamphlet, entitled “ The Invasion of Rngland, rendered Impossible by 
a Simple and Practical Mode of Defence,” from which we make the following 
extract, advocates the placing along our open beaches, at the mouths of rivers, 
all round our g:eat roadsteads, in front of all our sea-coast towns, and 
wherever insult might be given and defence is necessary, long 32-pounders, 
at a distance of thirty yards apart from each other, a little above high water- 
mark :—“ It is difficult, without an actual survey, to estimate the extent of 
Coast requiring to be armed, but I have considered the coast from Hdinburgh 
round England to Glasgow to amount to about two thousand miles. We 
will presume that one-half of this coast line is accessibl: to an invading 
force, and requires arming, while the remaining half is defended by its 
cliffs, rocks, and other natural impediments. The extent of coast, on this 
presumption, to be defended, would be a thousand miles ; which, multiplied 
by sixty, would give sixty thousand, the number of guns to be provided, say 
ata cost of £100 per gun, which would amount to 46,000,100, so that at a 
cost of six millions of money the whole sea coast from Edinburgh to Glas- 
gow m'ght be put into such an efficient state of defence as effectually to for- 
bid the landing of the invading force. Cuch a proposition, at first sight, 
may appear extravagant, but when we consiler the many towns situated on 
the east, south, and west coasts of England and Seotlind, now exposed to 
foreign insu't, und th: many places easy of access to an invading army, I 
think the extravagance will disappear; ad this mole of protecting our 
shores will be acknowledged to be as both the most elfectual and the most 
economical yet proposed. One great object I have in view, while insisting 
upon these guns and shot, and all their gear, being kept continually in readi- 
ness, is to prevent those panics which sometimes pass through the country, 
and arise from no other reason than that we are all conscious that we are 
Not prepared to meet an invading force. I would suggest that two millions 
a year should be eyent in this manner, until the whole const is armed. Of 
Course, the same principle applies to Ireland; but Ireland will never be 
exposed to the same danger as England.” 


‘Tue Rorren Guxpoats.—A great deal of correspondence has taken place 
on the subject of our guntoats. The Portsmouth correspondent of the 
Times, referring to the condition of the gunboats at Haslar yard, alleges 
that they are built of unseasoned timber, totally unsuited to ship building 
Purposes, and the coneequence is, that ro: has appeared ta great extent. 
This s'atement has of course been impugned, and several letters have ap- 
Peared from well known ship building firics claiming exoneration from the 
fharge. The correspondent referred to makes the following statement :— 

Not only, as I have before stated, are the majority of the timbers liberully 
Marked with ‘sap,’ but in several instances they hive been barely squared, 
and plainly show the growth of the wood, One is also conspicuous for the 
Pightness of her frame as compared with any other boat now under repair,

SatTurDAY AFTERNOON. 


The mails for Mauritius will in futureclose on the 20th, ria Southampton, 
and 26th, ria Marceilles, instead of 12th and 18th. 

Tea—The sales commencing on Wednesday comprised 24,642 
packages, 6,990 packages of which were offered “ without reserve.” 
Of the above quantity 13,346 packages passed, 6,500 finding buyers, 
4,760 being offered “ without reserve,” an 2,600 being boxes; next 
day 1,296 packages passed ; 2,673 sold, of which 2,230 were without 
reserve, A telegram from China b ing looked upon as favourable, a large 
portion of the tea offered was withdrawn, The parcels sold fetched full 
prices. 

Sugar.—There is scarcely any alteration in the market to-day, holders 
being firm. Of the 15,998 bags Manila offerd at auction only a small por- 
tion sold at 37s. to 38s. for middling and good current clayed ; 142 baskets 
gray Java were bought in at 42s, 6d. to 44s.

Exzctric INTELLIGENCE. 

The laying of the Singapore and Rangoon cable continues to 
engage the attention of all parties connected with the far east. 
It appears that the total tonnage of the 1,000 miles of cable and 
appurtenances amounts to 3,500 tons, and it is probable that 
owing to the great space which it occupies in a ship’s hold, that 
it will require three large screw steamers. The Great Eastern 
has been in negotiation for the work, but there are many diffi. 
culties which will prevent her performing the work, the greatest 
of which would be the very shallow and intricite navigation of 
the coast from Rangoon to Singapore, which is beset by strong 
currents, the tide out of the Gulf of Martaban—as all navi- 
gators on that coast know—running like a sluice, and in many 
parts the Great Eastern would find something else than her 
proper element under her. To send her there would be to send 
her and the cable to certain destruction ; she could no more 
dodge along that coast, laying a cable, than she could navigate 
the Mississippi, and we are surprised that the idea wag enter- 
tained, beyond a passing suggestion by either the Government 
or the directors of the Company. Considering the tried qua- 
lities ‘of the Imperador, Imperatriz, and Bahiana, it is a pity 
they are not obtainable ; the latter vossel, however, is daily 
expected, being at St. Vincent on the 21st of April, from 
which port she will come under canvas, her machinery being 
out of order. The contract with Messrs. Glass, Elliott, and 
Co. stipulates for the shipment of the cable in September, 
and no doubt it will be on board in that time. Of the pre- 
cise route and places which are to be connected with this 
cable we shall have something to say in our next. We under- 
stand the cable under notice, which has been made under the 
superintendence of Messrs. Glass, Elliott, and Co., has, on test- 
ing, been found to admit of less escape of electricity than any 
cable now in use, in the proportion of twenty to one. 
. According to the last advices from Aden, the communication 

by the Red Sea cable with Kurrachee, as well as Suez, had been 
interrupted, and the precise nature of the injury to the cable in 
both cases had not been discovered. It is quite possible that 
on @ proper examination of the instruments by a competent 
person the fault will be found there, those in use for submarine 
cables being’ more delicate ; and inexperienced operators, who 
understand the mere manipulation, are hardly fit to be trusted. 
A case of this sort occurred some time since with one of the 
instruments in the Dardanelles, The Jmperador will be de- 
tained in the Red Sea to under-run the line, and endcavour to 
discover the imperfections, These operations will be at tho 
expense of the Company, the contractors’, Messrs. Newall and 
Co., liability having ceased. When this is completed, it is in- 
tended that the Jmperador shall proceed to the Mediterranean, 
and lay the cable between Candia and Alexandria, which is re- 
quired to connect London with the Red Sea lines. 

Tae “Ispenatriz.” — When noticing the charter of this 
vessel for China, we omitted to add that our correspondent 
advised that the rate at which she was engaged was 50s. per 
register ton per month net, for six months ; that is, Govern- 
ment have to find coals, and all fittings ; also docking expenses 
in China, should she require it; not a bad bargain for her 
owners, but considering that she was the only vessel available in 
the Red Sea, the agent for the owners, Messrs. Newall and Co, 
has let Government off pretty cheap. The outlay for the hire 
of this vessel was entircly owing to the imperfect arrangement 
of our Government, when sending out the troops, guns, aud 
stores per Himalaya. 








‘¢ The shares of the Union Bank of London have been quoted 
243 to 254, and little business has been done. Pullinger 
pleaded “Guilty,” and was committed for trial The other 
prisoner, Lyttleton, was discharged. 

The Stock Exchange Committce resumed their investigations 
in connection with the transactions carricd on for Pullinger by 
members of that house ; but it has been arranged that nothing 
shall transpire while the inquiry is proceeding. 

The prospectus has been issued of the British Cotton Com- 
pany (limited), with a capital of £30,000, to be increased as 





required, in shares of £1 each, to be paid in full. It is com- 
pletely Lancashire in its organisation, and is brought out under 
respectable auspices, The objects are to grow or purchaso 
cotton in Australia, India, Natal, and Jamaica, and the arranges 
ment of all such things as are incidental or conducive to in- 
creasing the supply of cotton. 


The Times of the 15th has the following :—* The accounts 
from the East, by the last mail, seem to have created less im- 
pression than might have been anticipated. Some of the best 
informed Europeans in China state that they have no hope 
that the Imperial Government will consent to an adjustment 
until they are compelled by force.” 


The prospectus has been issued of the London and South 
African Bank, with a capital of £400,000, in £20 shares. The 
list of directors comprises members of some of the leading 
houses connected with the Cape trade. The head office is to 
be in London, and the branches will be in Cape Town, Graham's 
Town, Port Elizabeth, and the colony of Natal. 


The annual meeting of the Assam Company was held on the 
4th inst., Mr. H. M,. Kemshead in the chair, when the report, 
proposing a dividend of 12 per cent., free of income-tax, was 
agreed to. It was stated that the company continues to ad 
vance steadily, the yield of tea during the past season amount- 
ing to 810,680 lbs., or 43,682 lbs. over the previous year, 
notwithstanding most unfavourable weather in May and June, 
and an insufficient supply of labour. A considerable increase 
in the present season’s crop is anticipated. One hundred and 
thirty-six additional poorahs of land have been brought into 
cultivation, making a total of 3,479 belonging to the company 
used in the production of tea, The first sowings in Cachar 
proved a failure, but subsequent operations have been attended 
with success, Arrangements have been made to secure a steady 
supply of hands, and an experimental agency has been esta- 
blished for that purpose. By an invention of Mr. de Mornay, 
the managing director, mechanical power has been applied with 
great success to the sorting and sifting of tea, and has pro- 
duced the important result of economizing labour. 


The bar silver brought by the West India packet has been 
sold for shipment to the Continent at 613d. per oz, being a 
decline of ¢d. from the price realized for that by the last mail. 


The steamer Ripon on the 4th took £219,679 in specie for 
the East, of which £3,841 is gold, and the rest silver, as fol- 
lows:— For Calcutta, £102,420; Hong Kong, £62,673 ; 
Shanghai, £19,195 ; Madras, £3,841; and Foo-choo-Foo, 
£1,550. 


The following extract is from the Times :— 


“The commercial accounts from Japin reach to the 26th Feb., and are 
muc! more encouraging with tegard to the prospect of the growth of a large 
export trade than could have been anticipated from the tone of most of the 
previous reports. An intelligent and highly respcetable American merchant, 
well acquainted with the Evst, writes, after a residence of two months at 
the port of Kanagawa, that, although the import trade has been limited, the 
Japanese having at present few wants which are not supplied by themselves, 
the shipments of produce have been large, varied, and continuous, and pr.- 
mise steadily to increas». Indeed, it is asserted that, considering the short 
time that ha: elapsed since the treaties went into eifect, the extent of trans 
actions has been wonder‘ul, The greater portion of the business, however, 
is with China, and to that circumstance may be attributed the presailing 
impression in Kurope that it has not been of great magnitude. ‘The tasts 
of the Chisese and Japanzse being very similar, a market is at once found 
for all that the Japanese may export, The p-oluctions of the country are, 
it ix added, pechaps of greater variety than those of any othe: part of the 
wo HH of corresponding size, and of many of them the quiotity seems inex- 
haustible. Wheat of fine quality is raised, aud excellent fluar was in course 
of shipnent to Chna at a cost equal to abou: $d. per lb, Rice is g own in 
abund «nce, a8 a’so peas, beans, buckwheat, maize and potatoes, The export 
of the first is prohibi ed, but pulse is exported in large quantities. Numer- 
ous seeds, likewise, are to be had, such as rapeseed, turnip seed, and several 
valuable oil seeds, From some of these an excellent vegetable o'l is made, 
whi h costs in Japan about Is. 2d. per gallon, and s Ils at Hong Kong for 
2s, or 2s, Gd., while in America it would probably bring 4s. Since July 
last ab ».t 440,000 gallons have been exported, chiefly to China, Two car 
goes have ben sent to San Francisco. Seaweed and dried fish of many 
kinds, articles much consumed in China, have been shipped to that country 
in vast quantities. Ginseng, liquorice, and numerous m: dicinal roots are 
found, avd many valuable dye wools, Copper, iron, lead, and qu cksilver 
are t) be had, the former being supplied freely. Tea and silk are expectet 
to const'tnte impor ant features of the trade, Much of the former is sent to 
China to be prepared for foreign markets, au! pro! ably 3,000 bales of the 
latter have already been exported.—the cost now being about 10 per cent. 
Jess than in China, There isa fabric, aleo—which is used extensively, and 
which in some degree resembles Morocco leather—which it is thought wil 
prove useful in Europe for fancy articles as well as for bookbin Jing and shoe 
makers’ purposes. No precise record has yet been kept of trade, but the 
estimate is that from 100 to 120 fullcargoes have been sent from Kanagawa 
alone, while operations have also been more or less active at Nagasaki and 
Hakodadi.”

Captain Moorsom has published some rather remarkable 
correspondence regarding the Ceylon Railway. The estimates 
for that undertaking wero furnished by him to the Government 
iu 1857, and the amount contemplated was £1,200,000. 
Subsequently it was represented by other parties that the line 
could not be constructed for less than £2,214,000. Captain 
Moorsom required some conditions from the Government before 
entering on his plan, and as the Duke of Newcastle could not 
grant them, the project is in abeyance. 


BANK AND MISCELLANEOUS SHARES. 
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ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 


Txa.—Low and far common Congous, as also broken leaf kinds, have 
been in demand, and prices show an advance of about 1d. per lb. Good 
common is quoted 1s.

per Ib., and were at one time quoted 3d. per Ib. higher. Common to fair 
Ho-Hows and Ning-Chows have sold from 1s. 64d. to 1s. 8d. per Ib.; later 
males have shown rather better value for the price. Second-class Monings 
and Wopaks have on the whole averaged former prices ; fine have been only 
in moderate demand, Good and fine Kaisows are comparatively scarce, and 
are firmly supported, Some large eales of Taishan Congous were made 
early in the month at a declin- of fully 1d. per Ib., which has, however, since 
been recovered. Sales of good Qolongs were made at about 1s. 7d. per Ib., 
which was a rather better price; fine remain much as before. In 
Souchongs there is no maverial alteration to notice. In flowery Pekoes 
the attention of the exporters has been directed to the cargo of the 
Lucy and Harriet, which was placed on the marke!, and owing to the 
very fine quality and condition of the teas, higher rates than previously 
obtainable have been paid for those realised—about twelve hundred 
chests. Scented teas have been difficult of sale, especially common Capers, 
which are in over supply, and prices must be quoted 1d. per Ib. lower, 
good and fine being better supported. Common to fair orange Pckoes have 
ako sold rather easier, and fine at a decline of about 1d. per 1b. Green teas 
have not been in general demand ; the arrivals have been heavy, and freely 
offered by many holdere, ani the result has been to estabiish lower prices 
for Taiping gunpowders, some sales at public auctions of indirect arrivals 
selling ratner irregularly, Taiping kinds, in boxes, have sold from 1s. 9d. 
to 1s. 11d. per lb. Ping Sueys continue difficult of sale, but there has been 
some demand for Moyune kinds at a decline of 1d. to 2d. per lb. Young 
Hysons remain scarce, and command full prices, Hysons have been in 
moderate demand for export at fully former prices, Canton young Hysous 
and Gunpowders remain much as last quoted. There were two public sales, 
comprising 44,500 packages of China ten and 3,696 packnges of Assam, of 
which neariy all the Assams and 11,900 of China tea were sold, 9,400 
packages of the latter being without reserve. Assam teas generally sold 24, 
to 3d. per 1b. lower, but fine flowery Pekoes 6d. per Ib. lower. he stock 
at the lst of May was 62,591 lis. againat 53,528 lbs, lust year. 

BrLx.—We have hid another heavy month—the tardy development of 
the spring tride having added much to the depression of our manufacturers— 
and the deliveries of April were almost unprecedentedly small for late 
years. In China Silk the pressure upon tle market for some cays ante- 
cedent to the departure of the Inst overland mail was rather severe, and 
prices gave way ; but, the mail despatched, and the more pressing sellers re- 
lieved, matters have gradually improved a little in fecling atleast, if not in 
fact, and there are now rather buyers than sellers at the prices of the lowest 
moment, It is yet early for the formation of any definite opinion as to the 
coming Europea: crop. but the latest atvices do not hold out any very san- 
guine expectations, ‘The arrivals of China in April and May have been 
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Svear.—The market his assumed a more healthy appenrance, and bu:i- 
ness of good extent has been concluded with facility at stiffer prices, more 
especially for the brown sorts. Penang has recently forced buyers at firmer 
rates. The tranenc ions reporied are 6,000 bags of Siam, grey and white, 
42s, 6d. to 45s. 6d. ; yellow, 38s. to 41s, 6d.; 3,000 bags brown and low 
yellow China, at 36s. to 37s. ; 6,000 bags of Penang brown, 32s.to 38s. 6d. ; 
Yellow, 39s, to 42s, Gd.;1,000 bags of clayed Manila, at 87s. 6d.; and 
20,000 bags of unclayed Manila, at 319, 6d. to 336. z

FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS. 


Messrs. Seymour, Peacock, and Co, in their circular, mention that the 
general improvement of the freight market, which has been manifest since 
the commencement of the year, has continued during the past month, 
They add that there are now loading in London, for India, China, and the 
South African por‘s, upwards of 100 sail of shipping, and at Liverpool 
about 75 vessels entered, and many others alreaiy chartered, but not 
arrived, besides a large aggregate of tonnage loading at less important 
outports; and they add that there is no warrant for a reduction in out- 
ward freights. 

Mesers. W. 8, Lindsay and Co.’s circular also confirms the improvement in 
outivard freights and general employment of tonnage. 

The rates quoted for coals to India are about £53 Aden, £38 to £40 
Bombay, £48 Calcutta (with consignment), £40 Galle, £42 10s, Kurrachee, 
£65 Suez, £42 Singapore. 40s. Rangoon, 50s. Manila, For China, coal 
freights have declined considerably, engagements having been made during 
the last few days at 50s. Hong Kong, 70 francs Woosung,&c. 

We have no improvement to report in the Australian trade. For Port 
Phillip or Sydney £3 10s. per ton N.N.M. for the ordinary run of ships,

Dsranture oF THK “Great Eastern” ror Nsw Yorx—The 
directors have at length finally arranged for the “first trip,” which will 
take place from Southampton to New York on the 9th of June. The pas- 
sengers on this occasion will be limited to the first class. Captain Vine Hall, 
who has been appointed to the command of the great ship, has had great 
experience in the c mmand of steamers in the Mediterranean, South America, 
Australia, and India, and during the Crimean war distinguished himself 
very much in command of a transport screw. 

Tug Rorren Guxpoats.—In the Times appeared two letters, one from J. 
Scott Russell, and the other from J. White, of Cowes, Mr. Russell denies 
that his boats were faultily constructed, though one is among the cone 
demned. Mr. White also denies that his vessels were badly constructed or 
faulty in material, 

Toxnace Statistics.—There has been an increase (British and Foreign) 
of tonnage entered in March, 1860, of 110,544 agaist March of 1859; and 
of 34,899 tons against March of 1858. Looking at the three months’ comprison 
we find an increase, in 1860, of 247,208 aga‘nst the three months in 1859 ; 
and of 312,791 tons against the same period in 1858. Turn‘ng to the clear- 
ances, we find that those for March, 1859, were in excess of those for March, 
1860, by 11,423 tons; but that the month in 1860 exceeded that in 1858 
by 159,756 tons. On the returns for the three months we find 1860 in ex- 
cess of 1859 by 117,402 tons, and of 1858 by $48,972 tons. 

Tur Amor Docxs—We noticed the completion of these docks a few 
months since, and we are glad to find that captains of vessels find all the 
efficiency and convenience, combined with economy, which the managers 
held out, The testimony of Capt. Bowers, of the Lauderdale a long vessel 
of 850 tons, has recently been added to the capability of these docks. 
During the typhoon last September his vessel was dismasted and put into 
Amoy, where he refitted and made use of the docks, which he describes as 
being easy of access and possessing every facility and accommodation for the 
crew, stores, &c, He obtained spars, rigging, and every requisite at most 
reasonab'e charges. The attention of the European foreman and manngers 
and the efficiency of the workmen he speaks most favourably of. 

Supgreatep Steam.—The first apparatus was fitted in June, 1859, to 
the Aliambra, belonging to the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Na: igation 
Company ; since which time it bas been applied to between thirty and forty 
steamers belonging to that and other companies, and to private individuals. 
It is, among other advantages, claimed for this invention, that it increases 
the duration of the boilers—and, asa natural sequence, seeing only that one 
third of the usual feed-water is required, it lessens the wear of the air- 
pumps and their valves, as, with one-third less of injection water, a better 
vacuum is obtained. We may here also reiterate the,fact of the saving in 
coal, coal bunker room, extra catgo, an:l of course a great reduction of 
labour in both shipping and firing the coal. The following results are 
shown :—The average consumption of coal in three voyages to and from 
Lisbon without the superheater, was 181 tons in 215} hours, and of one 
voyage with it 123 tons in 218 hours, showing a saving of 58 tons«n each 
voyage. The Alhambra is now running between Corfu and Malta with 
equally economical results, The apparatus has caused no trouble, and has had 
no injurious effect on the engines. The economy of fuel alone in this ship 
caused by use of apparatus is reckoned at two thousand pounds ster ing per 
annum. 

P. anp 0. Company.—No decision has yet been arrived at in re‘erence to 
the proposed augm:ntation to the company’s contract of £25,000, for 
which sum a fortnightly service was promised instead of the present monthly 
one. The company have received such poor encouragement in the pas-en- 
ger traffic, that it is not expected they will resign their present contract under 
the prescribed penalties, and in this case the Australian mail service wil be 
again on the sea of trouble, discord, and uncertainty, which has been its 
element for the past dozen years, a state of things mainly attrinutable to 
the want of unanimity on the part of the colonists themselves, The pas 
sengers proceeding by the next mail number only 17 at present,
